The following correspondence relating to a 
scheme for the conservation of the River 
Approaches to Shanghai has been handed to us 
for publication :— 

Shanghai, 10th November, 1879. 
To His Excellency Sir Taos. F. Wane, K.C.B., 
H.M. Envoy Extraordinary & Minister Pleni- 
potentiary, &c. &., Peking. 

Sin,—I have the honour to enclose copies of 
four letters on the subject of the Woosung Bar, 
which have recently been addressed to this Cham- 
ber by the Agents of the two European Mail Com- 
panies, of the principal lines of Suez Canal steamers 
trading to Shanghai, and of limes of coasting 
steamers. 

It appears from a carefully compiled statement 
appended to ome of these letters, that during the 
last four months, the want of water on the bar has 
caused an agyreygate detention of ninety-eight days 
to thirty-four steamers of the regular lines, as 
follows :—

The statement also shows, that, in the case of 


occasional steamers bound inwards, the detention 
has been no less serious, and furthermore that in 
eight instances during the period under review, 
the outward bound mail steamers have had to 
leave Shanghai for Woosung from one to six da 
before their contract dates, in order to cross 
Bar with safety. 

To the loss and inconvenience caused by these 
detentions must be added the heavy expenses in- 
curred in discharging a part or the whole of many 
inward cargoes at Woosung in order toallow the 
steamers to cross the Bar at all—expenses which 


amount to a sacrifice of sevento ten pe r cent of the

The most significant fact, however, is that duri 
the last two montha, even light draft river 
coasting steamers have been unable to cross the ber 
irom want of water at certain stages of the tide. 
Mesers. Jardine, Matheson & Co, point out that in 
the cage of their Northern steamers, the loss of a 
tide at Woosung really involves a loss of twenty- 
four hours in the iy hg Tientsin, and Messrs. 
Siemssen & Co. state that they have frequently 
been compelled to shut out cargo from their steamers 
under despatch to the South, as they would have 
been Mises to cross the Bar if fully laden. 

Experience shows that every year the summer 
floods of the Yangtaze produce a certain silting up 
of the Woosung Bar, which reaches its maximum 
in the autumn months, but which is again reduced 
by the scour of the river during the winter. To 
some extent, therefore, the recent low water may 
he aseribed to regularly recurring causes which have 
been unusually active during the past season, but 
there eye ° “ *y oe the Dar is sy Be 
rapidly shoaling, the decrease in average 
me being stated by careful observers at net less 
than three feet during the past five years. 

The facts speak for themselves, and point un- 
mistakeably to a ony hog if wee 
threatens the prosperity if not existence 
greatest eaputtael in Chins. The interests at stake 
are alike those of the foreigners who have built up 
their settlement by large investments of capital, of 
the Chinese whom a trade has brought in 
thousands to the port, of the Imperial Govern- 
ment which derives from Shanghai a large part of 
its total Customs Revenue. 

The Committee is fully conscious of the material 
difficulties to be encountered in any scheme of river 
presuming to suggest 
any remedy, believes that there is no one now in

lency and with Mr. Robert Hart that there is small 
likelihogd of any appropriation from existin 
sources of Chinese Revenue towards the removal o 
resent obstructions to navigation. The Committee 
further been advised at different times by per- 
sons in high authority, that any work of this sort, 
will probably have to be initiated by Foreigners,’ 
and carried on for some time at foreign expense.

The following are the main features of the 
scheme which the Committee is prepared to advo- 
cate. 

1.—A convention to be made between the Treat 
powers and China, authorising a special levy of 
“ River Conservancy Dues” on all goods imported 
or exported throngh the Shanghai Foreign Custom 
House. 

2.—The dues to be collected by the Porvign 
Customea at the same time as the tariff duties. 

3.—The dues to be calculated on a basis of a 
tenth of one per cent on the value of the goodl« 
Judging from the average of the years 1876-1878, | 
this would yield annually about 117,000.00 Hai- 
kwan Tuels. 

4.—A certain portion of this +um to be paid by 
the Customs towards Municipal revenue, for divi- 
sion between the two settlements on some equilable 
basis. This payment to be, in consideration of 
what the Munic:alities have done, and will con- 
tinne to do, in building and maintaining bunds 
and jetties and in clearing the foreshores of the set- 

nts.

he Committee had received letters from the | 

nts of the principal Steamehip Companies, from | 
which it appeared that during tue months of July, | 
August, September, and October last the want of | 
water on the Woosang Bar had caused an aggregate | 
detention of not less than ninety-eight days to } 
thirty-four vessels Lelonging to the Mail Companies, | 
and the “ Ocean,” “ Glen,” and “ Castle” Lines of | 
Suez Canal steamers, besides subjecting them to | 
other considerable expenses. It further appeared | 
that even light draft river and coasting steamers | 
had met with frequent detention at the Bar, the 
shoaling of which was estimated hy careful ob- 
servers at not less than three feet during the past | 
five years. | 

The Committee felt that no time should be lst | 
in again urging the vilal importance of this ques- | 

tion to shipping interests as well as to the prosper ity | 
of Shanghai itself. But in addressing the Foreign | 
Missisters at Peking on the subject, they could not | 
fail f& remember that they had at different times | 
been advised by persons of high authority that the 
Chinese Government was unlikely to “pp'y existing 
sources of revenue to the conservancy of the river, 
and that probably any improvement woald have to 
be not only initiated by foreigners, but practically 
carried out at foreign expense, 

While the matter was under consideration by 
the Committee, the Council for the Foreigu Settle- 
ment of Shaughai proposed to the Ratepayers the 
abolition of the Municipal dues of 1/10th per 

cent ad valorem on merchandize. The principa , 
if not the only objection, to these dues being their 
unequal incidewce under present arrangements, 
it seemed that if they should disappear from the 
Manicipal Budget, they might with advantage 

| be reimposed, under conventions with China, as 

“ River Conservancy Dues” on ali godils passed 

| through the Shanghai Custom House. A fund 

might thus be formed, whith, expended under the 
control of a foreign commission, would probably 
| prove ample for the needed improvements at the 
| tee Bar and elsewbere. eeling, therefore, 
that little was to be expected from further insis- 
tance on the obligation of China to keep open the 
approaches to treaty ports at her own expense, the 
| Committee were prepared to advocate an additional 
tax on trade for the special purpose, and they sub- 
mitted the scheme for the consideration of Sir 

Thomas Wade and his colleagues. 

You will see from the enclosed copy of His Ex- 
| cellency’s reply, under date of 8rd December, that 
the Committee's proposals are, with some minor | 
modifications, approved by the Representatives of 
Foreign Powers at Peking. Before proceeding fur-

it is again snowing and has been for two 
days—this is the third fall of snow this 
winter. Generally, having no rain from 
October to May or June, snow is the only 
apparent moisture the young wheat gets ; 
a good fall and sunshine following, before 
the wind has time to blow it away, estab- 
lish the tender crop, and determine the 
quality of the wheat harvest. A fall of 
snow is a subject for congratulation, here 
as elsewhere. We never have the trouble 
to get rid of it that other large cities have, 
it takes the place of stone, not for building 
houses as it does fa rther north, but mend- 
ing the roads. The road-menders by the 
aid of Jack Frost make hard level roads 
out of the soft snow, and in winter the 
roads are in their best condition. A day 
or so before last Chinese New Year we 
had a heavy fall of snow and though 
usually it is the subject of rejoicing, it is 
very hard on the thousands of poor people 
who depend upon this season to increase 
their small stock of money by the sale of 
trifles on the streets, such as paper flowers 
and other ornaments that moisture spoils ; 
the trade being driven from them to the 
more fortunate possessors of covered stalls 
and shops, making good the saying “‘ It 
is an ill wind that profits no one.” 
Chinese are proverbially a thrifty race 
and try to get as much as they can for 
their money—even at this season of merry- 
does this characteristic show 
iteelf, in providing more for the feasting 
aide of the merriment than the drinking, 
knowing that they get more good from the 
former ; the drinking element is not alto- 
er omitted, but it forms a minor 
in true Chinese feasts, and Chinese New 
Year, the greatest feast of the year, com- 
favourably with such times kept by 
oreign nations who profess to despise the 
Chinaman.— Temperance Union.

It was quickly perceived that the house 
where the fire occurred—goodness knows 
how it originated—could not possibly be 
saved, so the Harbour-master, Mr. Deigh- 
ton-Braysher, with most praiseworthy 


promptitude and presence of mind, ordered | ; 


his men to pull down some small outhouses 
leading from the burning mass to the 
southern premises, and as if by magic the 
progress of the fire was stayed. It is not 
too much to add that these efforts saved 
thousands of taels’ worth of property, and 
I am very glad of this opportunity to 
record that Mr. Deighton-Braysher and 
those who so ably seconded him have 
earned for themselves the grateful thanks 
of the community as well as of the 
Fire Insurance Companies interested in 
the different properties saved. The Com- 
missioner of Customs (Mr. Palm) was there 
also, and so were several other prominent 
residents. Their presence did much to- 


wards keeping the rabble in order for some} ¢, 


time. Unfortunately every chance was 
looked for by the hundreds of natives 
collected round the premises ready to loot, 
sack and pillage; and suddenly, Mr. 
Clyatt’s door being opened to the Taotai’s 
watch for the purpose of protecting the 
store, the mob rushed in, many of them 
armed with knives, and plundered, smashed, 
and behaved liked so many demons let 
loose. Nothing short of this expression can 
convey an idea of the fearful havoc that 
took place. Some of the foreigners tried 
to restore order ; and one (a tidewaiter), in 
his laudable efforts to save some property 
which was being carried off by a native 
armed with a knife, was severely wounded 
in the hand. Others considered prudence 
the better part of valour, and small blame 
to them under the circumstances. There 
was no stopping the marauding savages, 
who had it all their own way, and looted 
to their heart’s content till their occupation 
was stopped for want of something more 
to steal or destroy. A terrible punish- 
ment will be meted out to dome of them, 
and I doubt whether the evening's enter- 
tainment will bear the morning’s reflection. 
H.B.M.’s Consul has made his complaint 
to the Taotai, and it would not surprise 
me if the gate eastward of us be in due 
course trimmed with a few cages contain- 
ing some of the dirty heads who took ad- 
vantage of our great misfortune.

Smith, in or about the year 1862, borrowed 
from a number of persons whose names were 
given, various sums of money altogether 
amounting to The. 78,940, Abi $15,400, ani 
the plaintiff for himself and others prays that 
these sume may be paid, tc gether with interest 
atthe rate of 12 X% per annum, and that an 
account may be taken of the moneys that 
have come into the hauds of Mr. Smith aud 
Dr. Yates arising out of certain property in 
which he claims to have an interest. 

Mr. Heyperson at great length analysed 
the various alieyations in the amended petition, 
and maintained that no express trust had 
been created. He argued the point for nearly 
two hours. 

Mr. Watnewriont, in the course of his 
reply, culled avtention to the fact that his 
clients were sufferers to a considerable amount, 
and they had come to the Court to get relief. 
He asked the Court to take notice of the fact 
that they were Chinese, not conversant with 
the techuicalities of the laws of the United 
States or any other civilised community, aud 
therefore he thought some allowance should 
be made them. He argued that a trust might 
be created by word of mouth without writing ; 
all that the Statute of Frauds required was 
that it should be evidenced by writing. 
Taking the petition as a whole, he maintained 
that it set up a primd fucie case as to the 
exixtence of an express trust, and hoped that 
the Court would ailow the case to be heard on 
its merits and the evidence to be gone into 
and gifted. That was what he was endeav- 
ouring to bring about, and he did not feel 
himself bound to explain: every paragraph in 
the petition, or educe a complete and entire 
histery of this ancient and complicated traus- 
action, THe thought all he had to do was to 
show that there was a reasonable inference 
that there was au express trust in favour of the 
plaintiff or those be represented, and trusted 
the Court wonld not dispose of the case as it was 
asked to do by a side-wind, but would afford 
to the parties an opportunity of stating the 
facts of the transaction, and tren conclude 
from these facts what the legal liability of the 
defendants was. He maintained that he had 
set up sufficient in the petition to entitle him 
to have the case heard on its merite, the wit- 
nesses examined, and all the documents care- 
ful investigated. He understood that one of 
the defendants was very anxious that the 
case shoultl be heard on its merits, but it did 
not appear to be so when an attempt was 
made to dispose of the case ou a technical 
point of law.

Quoting again from the opinion of Sir 
Edmund Horaby in the //opewell v. the Annie 
Gray, he says :—** While, the Assessors ayree 
that it ie open to a vessel to take a y clear 
channel, they expressly dissent from the view 
that aclear chaune! ww to be consilered as 
such when another vessel is approaching it, 
and would tu her ordinary course enter is.” 

lt wae held in 5th Howard, 441 4656, that 
the veesel which was out of the channel for 
her proper course waa at fxult, 

‘Where a tug having tow bas neglected’ 
no precaution, she should not be held :eepon- 
sible to the same extent, or uvder the same 
law, as a detached steamer. But where a 
voyage is attevnded with hezards she must 
avuid enbancing them, She may ecoupy a 
larger space and muve with less caution on an 
open bay than in entering « warrow and 
crowded channel.” Dist. Os, 1848, Plannery 
v. the Ontario, 4 Pa., Law J. Kep., 312. 


Was there a clear channel so that the tug 
and tow could safely be on the wrong side? 
Certainly not, as is shewn by the fect that 
they ovilided with the Ping on as they were 
entering the chanvel, Aud at that pervoular 
point, and from far below it indeed, they 
could have had a clear view of the channel 
and the upper reaches of the river for « long 
distance, aud with the exercise of ordinary 
precaution must have seen for much more 
than a mile up the river that a steamer was 
ouming out, aud yet they persistently, and I 
must esy, it seems quite blindly, beld on 
their wrong course in the very track of the 
outgoing steamer ; aud this in face of the fact 
that the tug, having a tow, enhanced the 
difficulty of mancuvring the vessels.

Mr. Watrewriont said that before the 
case was proceeded with he wished to make 
a preliminary objection to the constitution of 
the Court, claiming on behalf of the plaintiffs 
that it should be heard in coujuuction with 

roper Chinese officiale, He read Article 

XXIV of the first treaty (1844) made hetween 

the United States aud China, and he did not 

consider that that treaty was abrogated by 
the one concluded in 1858,. of which treaty 
also he read.Artitele XXIV. He contended 
that the latter section read did not deprive 

Chinese eubjects of the right to have officials 

of their own. nationality to assist in the trial 

of cases that might arise, and he thought it 
was the duty of the Vourt to call in the assist- 
ance of such officiala. 

Mr. Hexpenson objected to the question 
heing argued upon at that time as he had no 
notice of any such objevtion be ng made. 

Mr. WaAINEWRIGHT said he wae not arguing 
as to the grounds on which he rested his ob- 
jection. 

Mr. HenpersoN was very much surprised 
at Mr. Wainewright’s objection. The plein- 
tiffs could have brought their case either to 
the United States Coneular Court, or before a 
Joint Court. They had chosen the former, 
aud he considered that having done ae, the 
oljection was oat of place, 

The Court ruled that the plaintiffs were 
hound by the cheioe they hal made in bring- 
ing the case before the United States Con- 
sular Court as then constitated,

Shanghai Tug-boat A-eociation, had been as- 
Oertamed, arrangements were made for the 
further hearing of the case to be resumed at 
two oelock in the after:.con. 

Mr. A. N. Brown was present and was 
re-callel by Mr. Drummond. He said—I 
have now with me a correct copy of the Dved 
of Settlement of the Shanghai ‘Tug-hoat 
Association, which shows that the tug boat 
Fokelin was the property of the Association 
om the 2lat November last. I have aleo with 
mea bvok Containing the register of shares 
and transfer of shares of the Association, 
it shows that Mr. ©. P. Blethen and Capt, 
C. H. Wells were partners in the Association 
om the 2ist November last. The tng-buat 
Fokelin is registered as an American vessel. 

Mr. DauMMonp said that wae sufficient, 
and the #vidence in the case was now com- 
pleted. 

The Coprr was. glad that they had been 
able to olmplete the testimony at Inet, and 
then delivered the following 

Judgment :— 


The Court said—'l'b's is a canes of collision, 
coming within the Admiralty jurisdiction of 
this Court. The original libel was filed by 
C. P. Blethen, a citizen of the United States, 
and owner ot the Ameriovn brig Condor, fur 
himeelf and others in a proceeding im rem 
againet the American steamer Ping on, where- 
in it ie alleged that the latter vesee! collided 
with the brig Condor then in tow of the tug-boat 
Fokelin, near the Liemore wreck-boat light ; 
that the Condur eauk in a few minutes and 
became a total less; that the fault of the 
cvilision was whuliy with the Ping-on, The 
respondent, Andrew A. McCaslin, master aud 
part-owner of the Ping-on, auewered for him- 
self and the rema'ning owners of the vessel, 
admitting the ovllision and sinking of the 
Vondor, but averred that the fault was solely 
that of the tug and tow, and allexing damages 
to the ing on for which judgment was asked. 
Subsequently the respondents filed a cruss- 
livel agaiust Clement Phinney Blethen and Cap- 
bain é H. Welle and others, trading under 
the atyly of the Shanghai Tug-boat Associa- 
tion, and owners of the tug-boat Fokelin, and 
Clement Phinney Blethen owver of the brig 
Condor, sileying the collision and that the 
fault therevf was entirely that of the tuy 
and tow pobhat the respondents are citizeus of 
the United States; that the Fokelin and 
Condor arte sailing under the fing of the 
Unused States, and praying for judgment for 
damages as alleged. The answer tw the cross- 
libel 19 substantially that of the original libel. 

It is wot necessary to consider the testimony 
at length, The evidence in cases of collision 
ie almost invariably of the most conflicting 
character, and thie case in that respect is not 
different from most others. Under such cir- 
cumstances, the case must be determined by 
the preponderance of evidence.

it. The estimate for the Public Garden 
was reduced to the extent of the in- 
crease of the cost of building the green- 
house, as it would not be necessary to 
build another one during the present year. 
Of the Municipal Loan it was neers 
necessary to pay off Tls. 8;700 which was the 
balance of the loan of 1872. In the Fire 
Department the Council hoped it would 
not have the extraordinary expenses of last 
year. The general charges were about 
the same as last year. But the expenses 
of the Secretariat would be less during the 
coming year, because the abolition of dues 
on goods had enabled them to dispense with 
the duties of the clerk whose sole duty was 
to make up the Wharfage Dues accounts 
and debit notes. The expense of the Vol- 
unteers showed a considerable reduction. 
They had now paid for nearly all the uni- 
forms, and the action of the Council in 
this respect had been very successful as 
regarded the Volunteers generally. The 
attendance at the drills had considerably 
improved, the men showed greater interest 
in the work, and the Volunteers generally 
might now be considered as in a very satis- 
factory position. The last item, Land 
and Buildings, falls from Tls. 8,600 to 
Tis. 700, which was deemed sufficient for the 
small repairs that would be carried on 
during the year. He did not think there 
was any other point he need explain in 
proposing «the resolution he had already 
submitted to the Ratepayers, but the 
Council would be very happy to answer 
any questions, or give any information 
Ratepayers might require. 


That on completion of the entire Assess- 
mént, notice shall be given to each Land- 
renter, or his or her agent in Shanghai, of the

He explained that the last assessment of 
land was made five years ago, in 1875-76. 
Since that time a large quantity of what 
was then waste land had heen taken in 
and built over by Chinese houses and 
roads made, and its value had been 
considerably enhanced. The terms of the 
resolution he had just submitted were the 
same upon which the Committee of 1875-76 
were appointed, leaving out the assessment 
of buildings which had become unnecessary. 
It had become the rule to collect the taxes 
on the actual amount of rental paid, which 
prevented a good deal of trouble, and it was 
more satisfactory to all the parties con- 
cerned. He thought it must be obvious to

2, over the estimate, chiefly 
by improvements to the Bund. The Public 
arden had also taken more than was 

ided for on the estimate, which was due to 
he greenhouse that had been erected during 
the year, and which had already afforded a 
great deal of pleasure to the residents as 
well as being n for the preservation 
of the plants. The only other item of 
increased nditure was in the Fire De- 
partment, where they had exceeded their 
estimate by something like Tis. 2,300, 
which was chiefly due to the destruc- 
tion of hose at the great fire in the French 
Concession in A last. The Rate- 
payers would see therefore that the increase 
and decrease in their expenditure as re- 
garded the estimates almost balanced, so 
that the Tis. 19,000 received over the 
estimate became a surplus, and the Council 
had been able to work on it dufing the 
year. While on the subject of the Report, 
he might mention that it had been usual of 
late years to hand to the Ratepayers at 
their annual meeti a Report on the 
Recreation Fund for the year. Certain cir- 
cumstances had occurred this year in getting 
in the accounts in connection with the 
change of Seeretary which had prevented 
the accounts being presented to-day, but 
they would be circulated amongst the 
Ratepayers instead at an early date.

ed lately that the Council, or the retiring 
Council, had taken too optimist a view of 
the finances of the Settlement, and that it 
was doubtful whether the income they had 
proposed would be sufficient. However, 
the members of the Council had gone very 
carefully through the Budget, as well as 
the most prominent officials of the Council 
who were most interested in the work of 
the Council going on satisfactorily, and they 
were of the opinion that the estimate was 
anne sufficient for the work of the year, and 
that the Council might fairly look forward to 
a surplus at the of the year—a surplus 
probably not of Tis. 19,000, but a good 
working surplus of Tis. 5,000 or 6,000. 
The reasons for this he would briefly sum- 
marise. The land tax was calculated on 
the assessed value of the land which did 
not change during the year. The general 
Municipal rate, foreign, was calculated on 
the rates actually paid last year ; and they 
had not taken credit for the increase on 
unoccupied houses, which the non-collec- 
tion of dues on goods would certainly—he 
would not say probably—bring about. The 
Council had made no calculation for that, 
which was decidedly favourable to the 
Budget. The Council had also based the 
general Municipal rate on Chinese houses 
at the same rate as last year, and Chinese 
houses were imcreasing daily. It was a 
constantly increasing tax, and the Council 
might look forward to the collection of at 
least Tis. 3,000 more than their estimate 
on this head alone. There was no reason 
to suppose that the license fees would fall 
off at all. As the Ratepayers were aware 
the jinriksha tax was increased some 
time ago, and as was usual when taxes 
of. this .kind .were increased there was 
an attem strike by the coolies, but it 
passed off very quietly, and there had been 
the same competition for licenses at $1 as 
there was when the rate was 50 cents. 
There was no doubt that the Chinese fellow- 
residents were well able to pay the taxes the 
Council extracted from them.

Srr,—Under the resolution passed by the 
Ratepayers at the special meeting of 12th 
November, 1879, Messrs. Hannen, Hart, How, 
Hiibbe, Kingsmill, Morrison, Myburgh, 
Wainewright, Wetmore, and myself were 

pointed the Council as a Committee to 
revise the ad lations. Work was 
begun on 29th November, and the Committee 
have gince then held weekly meetings at the 
Council Chamber, at which the proposed new 
regulations drafted in the intervals have been 
fully discussed. Mr. R. F. Thorburn has 
kindly acted as Secretary. 

The Committee are able to report that they 
have just completed the draft of a uew code, 
which they believe will embody all necessary 
fundamental provisions, leaving details to be 
expressed in the By-laws. But as there are 
several important poiuts not yet fully de- 
termined, and as the draft itself requires fur- 
ther critical revision, the Committee are not 
yet prepared to lay it before the Ratepayers, 
nor would there appear to be auy advantage 
in doing so, uutil the propused By-laws have 
also been framed.

Mr. Lirrie announced that the official 
resolutions brought forward by the Muni- 
cipal Council had now been deponed of. 
The Ratepayers’ resolutions had now to be 
considered. 

Mr. MclLzop said he had a resolution to 
propose, and it was as follows :— 

Resolution X/.—That iu the event of the 
proposed Shanghai Water Works Company 
being formed, and subject to provision being 
made to secure to the Municipality the right 
to purchase the Company's Works, or to 
lease the water supply, the Council be and is 
hereby authorised to grant to the Company 
permission to open the roads within the limits 
of the Settlements for the purpose of laying 
mains and pipes, aud to give such other facil- 
ities as may be found necessary for the oon- 
struction of the Company's works. 

He said in bringing this subject before 
the Ratepayers, he thought he need hardly 
refer them to what had already taken place 
on the subject of Water-works for Shang- 
hai. He thogght most of the Ratepayers 
present were aware of the proceedings that 
had taken place on two former occasions. 
It seemed to him to be a generally admit- 
ted fact that an abundant and constant 
supply of pure water would be a ver 
desirable thing for the community. If 
that were the case, and they had a great 
many good reasons to believe it was so— 
they had the opinion of the medical men 
in the place that it was very important to 
have pure water, and from a sanitary point 
of view there could be no doubt on the 
subject. As regarded the public require- 
ments, it was equally certain it would be 
a good thing to have an abundant and 
constant supply of pure water always 
available. tt this was admitted the onl 
point to be decided was whether suc 
works should be undertaken by the Muni- 
cipality or by a public company. On 
this point he ABs refer the ras 
to the report of the meeting held in 
May, 1875. The subject was then dis- 
cussed at great length. There were reasons 
advanced why the scheme should be under- 
taken by the Municipal Council, and there 
were also reasons given why it should 
be undertaken by a public company. The 
Ratepayers decided that the Municipal 
Council should initiate matters by obtain- 
ing from Home tenders from respectable 
persons who had been in the habit of 
erecting Water Works in large towns. The 
Council were to send Home all particulars 
of the Settlement, and when tenders were 
received froma firms capable of carrying 
out the work the details of the scheme 
were to be submitted to another meeting 
of Ratepayers. This was what was done 
at the meeling in 1875. The Oouncil 
undertook tg do what he had described, 
and they took a good deal of trouble 
to send the fullest particulars and 
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obtain the best opinions possible for the 
establishment of Water-works at Shang- 
hai. in the year 1578 the scheme was 
fully matured, and was laid before a meet- 
ing of the Ratepayers in March of that year. 
The Couneil then brought their scheme 
forward, and it was decided, without a 
dissentient voice, that the Council should not 
undertake the work. From that time up to 
the present certain gentlemen in Shanghai 
had been working at the scheme, and they 
now asked the permission of the Municipal 
Council to carry it out on the strength 
of the resolution passed at the meeting in 
1878, that the Ovounel’s scheme be not 
carried out. They now came before the 
Ratepayers with a scheme they were pre- 
pared to carry out if the Ratepayers would 
yrant permission for the Company to lay 
down there mains. He had heard it re- 
marked that the Ratepayers had not heard 
what the scheme was. That was perfectly 
true. It was notin their province to lay 
the particulars of their scheme before the 
Ratepayers until they knew the Council 
would be inclined to favour the proposal 
and help in its execution. The promoters 
of the scheme would have a great deal 
of trouble and expense in preparing 
plans aud laying the details of the 
scheme before the Ratepayers, and then, 
if the Ratepayers did not wish to carry 
out the ma all that expense and 
trouble would be thrown away. All they

would supply every house in the Settle- 
ment. The works the Company proposed 
to erect were of no mean dimensions, and 
the supply, at the outset, would be about 
one million-and-a-quarter gallons per day. 
The mains, however, would be of greater 
capacity than this, and they had made pro- 
vision for increasing the filtering power 
of the engines; therefore the lin pression 
formed by Mr. ‘‘W. W.,” whoever he 
Was, was eutirely erroneous. There 
was one other poimt he should like to 
mention. The correspondence that had 
passed between the Couneil and the pro- 
moters of the scheme had been published 
for the information of the Ratepayers. 
They were perfectly willing that the Coun- 
cil. should have the right to lease the 
water supply if experience proved it would 
be worth their while to do so, They pro- 
posed to have a clause in the Deed of 
Settlement giving them that power, and 
also one to the effect that the Council, 
after a period of years, should have 
the privilege to buy the entire works, if 
they felt disposed to do so, 

Mr. Hearn seconded the motion. 

Mr. Wuire said he had an amendment 


to propose, but he hoped in proposing it | 


he should not be credited or rather debited 
with having any hostile feelings towards 
this or any other scheme of Water-works. 
So far from that he was strongly of opinion 
that such works were urgently flo Te here, 
and he trusted the time was not far dis- 
tant when the Ratepayers might be in the 
enjoyment of a plentiful supply of clean 
water in all their homes and bath rooma. 
He thought, however, that in a matter so 
important to all the inhabitants of the 
Settlement, nothing should be done hastily 
and that it was desirable that any

report to a special meesting of Retepayers to 
be called for that purpose withiu four months 
from date, 

Mr. G. J. Morrison, after carefully 
reading the amendment, begged to second 
it, and wished to make a few remarks of 
his own. Mr. McLeod, he said, had referred 
to the proceedings of a meeting held a few 
years ago, at which he had said it was 
decided that the Council should not under- 
take the construction of Water-works. He 
presumed that Mr. McLeod had a copy of 


the resolution that was passed on that 


occasion, So far as his own recollection 
of it went, it was to the effect that the 
Council should not aceept the tender 
of Messrs. Laidlaw and Sons. That 
was his impression of the motion that 
was then passed, but he had not a copy to 
refer to. 

Mr. McLeop read the resolution brought 
forward by the Council on the occasion 
in question, which was to the effect that the 
tender of Messrs. Laidlaw and Son be 
accepted, but an amendment was passed 
that the word “‘not” should be inserted, 
so that the resolution passed read that the 
tender of Messrs. Laidlaw and Sons be not 
accept l, 

Mr. Lirrie said that, as the mover of 
the amendment referred to, it was the 
intention at the time not to accept Messrs. 
Laidlaw’s tender, but not to prejudice 
the whole question. 

Mr. Moxrison said that was also his 
impression with regard to the resolution 
passed on the former occasion. He 
thought it was the duty of the Ratepayers 
to check a Monopoly if they could. He 
inferred that the movers of this scheme 


strong for anybody (laughter). He did not 
wish to detain the meeting, but he pro- 
tested most strongly against Semen com- 
ing and asking the body of Ratepayers tu 
whom they had given no detaiis, to go as 
far as the resolution proposed.

The prisoner, James Brennan, who is a 
j marine on the U.S. corvette Monocacy, was 
| charged for that ‘* on the 30th day of March, 
A.D. one thousand eight hundred and eighty, 
at the city of Shanghai, in the Empire of 
Chiva,. within the jurisdiction of this Court, 
did feloniously, wilfally, and of his malice 
aforethought, kill and murder one Oaleb 
Hope, alias George Enright, alias ‘‘ Buffer,” 
by kicking and beating the said deceased 
contrary to the statates of the United States 
in such cases — and opty: and against 
the e and diguity of the le of the 
United States of America. | 

At a previous hearing the prisoner pleaded 
“ Not Guilty.” 

Deceased was a British subject and at 
an inquest held on his body by H. 8. Wilkin- 

aby Coroner, and a Jury consisting of 
| Messrs, H’ T. Allan, E. Byrne and J. M. 
Cory, a verdict of “ Wilful Murder” was 
returned against James Brennan. The evid- 
euce then adduced was fully reported in our 
columns, with the exception of that given by 
Dr. Henderson ; and we now confine our report . 
of the case to the evidence of the witnesses 
we have not published, together with the 
closing speeches of the respective Counsel.

On the afternoon 
of the mext day I again saw the body and 
made a post mortem examination, The body 
was theu disculoured in patcbes and the scro- 
tum was swollen up and distended with what 
turned out to be yas. On opening the belly 
at the post mortem examination gas issued 
from the wound, The gas was fetid, and 
alung with this gas « coffee-coloured fluid 
escaped from the —. This fluid was putrid 
and very offensive. The intestines appeared 
manifestly ted. A careful search was 
made to tind any source for this fluid other 
than the peritoneum, but wothing was found. 
The rest of the body was carefully examined, 
including all the other organs, and the skeleton 
for any fracture of the bones. No other 
injuries were found, and all the organs ap- 
peared to be sound. I can give minute details 
of the examination of each organ if it is desired.

Sepposing the peritonitis had existed 
some little time previous to the time of the 
man’s death. and he received a severe shock, 
do you think it would have accelerated his 
death ? 

A severe shock following peritonitis would 

ly accelerate death. 

Does peritonitis always result in death? 

No. 

Bat if a man has peritonitis, and he 
receives a shock, is that shock likely to cause 
his death ? 

It is likely to seriously affect his existing 
disease. 

And you say this shock could have been 
caused without any signe of violence being 
apparent on the outside of the body ? 

say such cases have been recorded, but 
one has not come under my personal kuow- 
ledge. [ should say they are rare. The shock 
I refer to is not the shock of the blow, but the 
shock which results from a sudden escape of a 
fluid into the cavity of the peritoneum. 
What | mean is this, Supposing in the 
course of typhoid fever one of the ulcers in 
the bowel gives way, and the contents of the 
bowel «scape into the peritoneal cavity, the 
pee becomes ‘‘ collapsed,” as we term it. 

e suffers from a severe shock, from which 
he may uever rally sufficiently to allow of 
peritonitic inflammation to develope. 

Supposing « man who is suffering from 
peritonitis is kicked about the region of the 
stomach, how soon after that will the escape 
of the fluid into the stomach take place— 
immediately or some time after? 

I do not quite understand. When the 
peritoneum is inflamed it secretes fluid as the 
result of the inflammation, but that fluid 
would not possess the same character as the 
fluid I found in this man’s belly. All serous 
membranes secrete fluid when they are 
inflamed. When the serous covering of the 
lung suffers you call it pleurisy, and the 
resulting uid pleuritic fluid. he fluid I 
found in this case was, in my opinion, too 

in quantity and differed in quality from 

e fluid which I should have expected to 
find in a peritonitis which had not passed 
beyond the stage of congestion. [| therefore 
supposed that it had been augmented, or 
even entirely derived from some other source 
than the peritoneum iteelf.

The fluid 
removed from the belly was quite putrid, 

Then you don’t think this discoloration 
arose from acts of violence or kicks? 

No, I do not think so. ‘The edema might 
have been the result of the peritonitis, and 
discoloration due to decomposition or the 
action of the bowel gases. 

The Cournt—After the injury, or death, 
how long would it take this stage of decom- 
position to be attained ? 

Witness—I regagd it as as a curious fact. 
We believe that ecom position does not set 
in uatil after the post mortem stiffness has 
disappeared. Iu this case, the post mortem 
rigidity was well marked. ‘There is no doubt 
about the fluid being putrid. When examined 
by the microscope, it was found to coutaiu 


mortem. The rigidity which 


cells derived from the lining of the peritoneum, 
fibrin, a reddish brown pigment, and numerous 
cells derived from the blood. I examined it 
specially for traces of echinococous but could 
not find any. Decomposition sets in sooner 
and is more marked in cases of peritonitis 
than in death from other causes. The post 
mortem was only made the day after the man 
died. He died at 3.45 p.m. of one day, and 
the post mortem was made at 3 p.m. of the 
next. Still it was a very hot day. 

Supposing the man had been severely kicked 
about the region where you saw the black 
marks, do you think you would have noticed 
any discoloration on the first examination ? 

i should have expected to bave found marks 
of external violence. When I say cases have 
occurred of death resulting from peritonitis 
without there being external marks, | speak 
only from booke, I have never seen such a 
case myself and should say they are rare.

Supposing he had been kicked, would not 
the marks have been discernible some time

In a severe case of kicking, one would 
expect to find some marks on the skin. 

The Court—It is a matter of common 
knowledge that the marks of a severe blow are 
apparent the next morning. One would 
expect to find the parts swollen or discolored, 

Witnese—There is an effusion of blood into 
or under the skin if the blow is sufficiently 
severe. A blow may not be sufficiently 
severe to make any bruise or discoloration at 
the time it is given, buat the discoloration 
may set in afterwards. A severe blow would 
be followed by an effusion of blood into or 
under the skin immediately after it was given, 

Mr. Henperson—lIs it not sometimes the 
case that fluid such as you describe in colour 
comes from « diseased liver ? 

Witness—A diseased liver might be the 
cause of dropsy of the peritoneum, but that 
fluid would not have the character of the 
fluid I found in the cavity of the peritoveum 
in this instance. 

Iu what respects would it differ in charac- 
ter ? 

Fluid from a dropsical peritoneum is clear, 
colourles#, or light yellow, and not so thick 
as this fluid. The products of inflammation 
would add to the colour and thickness of a 
dropsical fluid. 

deve you ever known a case of dropsical 
fluid possessing the colour which this fluid 
possessed ? 

I have seen a dropsical fluid ocnnected 
with disease of the ovaries which had some- 
what the character of this fluid, but I always 
regarded that as having the products of 
inflammation added to it. 

You are doubtless familar with Dr. Bris- 
towe's Works, If he says a fluid of the 
colour you describe comes from a diseased 
liver, would you doubt him ? 

I have no right to doubt any statement 
made by Dr, Bristowe. 

If such a case is reported, and has not come 
within your own knowledge, you would have 
no right to doubt it? 

0. 
W ould you describe, Doctor, what rheumatic 
peritonitis is? Would it produce death? 

Yes. Rheumatic peritonitis is in one sense 
equivalent to peritonitis which occurs inde- 
cena of any disease. It is said to arise 
rom cold and exposure. 

Did you find any symptoms of rheumatic 
peritonitis ? 

I do not think this was a case of rheumatic 
peritonitis, 

Are you absolutely certain that this con- 
dition of the peritoneum you have described 
could not have been produced by idiopathic 
peritonitis ? 

Ll do not think it could. I do not think 
idiopathic peritonitis would produce the 
fluid of the character and quantity I found, 
aud yet note advanced beyond the stage of 
cougestion. 

What dv you mean by idiopathic peritonitis? 

It is simply a peritonitis occarring indepen- 
dently of any other disease. Suppose a man 
is exposed to cold and wet and gets inflamma- 
tion of the peritoneum as a result, he is said 
to have idiopathic peritonitis. 

Why do you not think idiopathic peritonitis 
might have caused his death ? 

Because I do not think such an inflamed

Mr. Bueruzn.—You have said that a blow 
might be given without discoloration ? 

Witnese—That is, if there were not suf- 
ficient force to cause an effusion of blood. 
When a man is hit in the face, over the eye, 
the blow comes against the bone, and there 
will be discolouration. But a blow in the 
stomach with the same force would not, I 
think, necessarily produce discoloration, be- 
cause there is no anderlying hard substance 
as there is in the face.

Mr. Henpserson—Do you know whetlier 
the deceased had any clothes on, when he is 
said to have been kicked ?

Johu Devanny, Mary Berry, John McGinley, 
Robert Brown, Charlies Wheeler, and Lee 
Yam-gee, the witnesses called at the Inquest, 
were then examined, and their evidence 
was similar to that fully reported in the 
North-Chiha Herald of the 10th iust. Their 
examination occupied the greater part of the 
afternoon and closed the evidence on behalf 
of the prosecution. 


Mr. HenbDerso®, io answer to the Court, 
said he had no witnesses to call but the 
accused, 

JaMEes BRENNAN, sworn, said, (after being 
cautioned by Hie Honour that he would be 
obliged to answer any questions that might 
be put to him by Counse!)—I have heard the 
evidence that has been given in this case, 
About 8.30 p.m. on the evening of the 29th 
March | was in the Oriental Tavern. 
McGinley and Devanny came there and invited 
me to go to their house to see what sort of 
a place it was. I did not want to go at tirs 
bat they fimally prevailed on me, and 
went. When we got there, there was half 
a bottle of gin on the table, Mrs. Berry, the 
witness Brown, and ‘“ Buffer’ were there, 
I had never seen ‘ Buffer” before, and 
I only knew him by that name. We drank 
from half to three-quarters of a bottle of gin, 
and then Devanny sent for another bottle. 
** Buffer” went to the Oriental Tavern for it. 
He was gone about an hour, and as he did not 
return, Devanny went to look for him. He 
was away about 20 minutes. We drank half 
of that bottle. Devanny and I were talkin 
about old times in Yokohama, where we had 
been together in the hospital. Devanny said 
that « Buffer” had tried to beat him out of a 
dollar, by getting the gin on trust, and kee 

the ar he had received to buy it wi 

I asked ‘‘ Buffer” why he tried to beat the 
man out of the dollar, and he replied that it 
wae none of my business, and that he could 
do as he pleased with poy» I u 

from my chair, and he got up from a. onl 
we had a scufile, After that, Devanny got a 
mattress and laid it on the floor. We all 
took off our shoes. There were two mattresses, 
Llay on one and “ Buffer” was on another 
at foot of the bed. I had been lying 
down about 15 or 20 minutes, and hed m 

hand under my head, when I saw “ Buffer” 
coming towards me with a emall-necked gin- 
bottle in his hand raised as if to strike me, 
I said, ** That’s your game, is it?” and I got 
up and knocked him down. He put his head 
under the bed. After he got up, | went and 
sat down at the table, and he went and sat 
down on an old lounge. I said, ‘‘ You have 
been beating Devanny long enough ; get out of 
here!” At firet I could not find the key of 
the street door to shove him out. Devanny 
looked for it, but could not find it. Devauny 
and Brown had gone to bed. ‘‘ Buffer” wentin 
the lower room downstairs. I thought he had 
gone out, and went and lay down again. The 
second time I went down the key was in the 
door. I don’t know who putitthere. I shoved 
him out. I might have been upstairs 15 or 20 
minutes. I had two or three more drinks 
then. When I came out Buffer was in the 
bottom room. I did not know who it was 
then. He was crying for someone to give 
him a drink of water. There was a basin

When I knocked 
him down he made no resistance, After he 
came out from under the bed, he made no 
show of hitting me. He went in front of the 
table and sat down. At the time he threat- 
ened me with the bottle he held it in his 
right band. Devanny was paid off some two 
months ago, when he got a lot of money, and 
he has been drinking heavily since, I knew 
there was always drink to be got at his place, 
and that I should get drank if I went there, 
By Mr. Mysoren—I took off my shoes 
when I lay down to sleep, and did not put 
them on until 1 went out. I struck the 
deceased in the jaw bard enough to knock 
bim down. The first time I struck him I hit 
him on the shoulders and face. I assaulted 
him twice altogether. He lifted the bottle 
over his shoulder. He could not have hit me 
before I grabbed him. I struck him the first 
time because 1 thought he wanted to injure 
Devanny. I left the house about four or 
half-past four o’olock and went on board ship 

at once. 


Mr. Henpexnson then read a deposition 
signed by Frank Tutein, who was lying sick at 
the Geveral Hospital and could not attend 
the Court, which said that on the evening of 
the 29th March, the deceased came to the 
Oriental Tavern, where the deponent then 
was, aud got a bottle of gin saying it was for 
Devanny. He did not pay for it. He re- 
wained in the house some time, and Devanny 
came in. The deceased took a dollar from 
his pocket and gave it to Devanny saying that 
he had meant to keep it. Deponent had 
already charged Devanny, (who had an account 
there,) with the og ponent went on to 
state that he had known Brennan for some 
time, that he was in the habit of going to 
the Oriental, but he had never seen him intoxi- 
cated, and added that he knew the deceased 
to be a very quarrelsome man when in liquor. 

The Court then adjourned till 10 a.m. on 
Saturday,

According to 
ternational Usage & nation would not 
comlly interfere in a cause exclusively 
al mee the Courts of another nation 
rege: had been a refusal or a palpable 
justice. He also hoped his Honour 
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memories of the evidence in the case, or allow 
their minds to be influenced by the report of 
the Shanghai Courier on the previous eveuing, 
in which no reference bad been made to the 
cross-examination of the medical evidence, 
and which stated that the prisoner denied 
kicking the deceased. If he cared enough 
about the matter, he would ask the Court to 
exclude reporters for the Press who published 
such false and one-sided statements. The rule 
as to circumstantial evidence was that all the 
circumstances must be proved and that they 
must be inconsistent with any other reasona) le 
conclusion. (Greenleaf, p. 116, sec. 137, vol. 3.) 
With reference to the charge of murder, he 
claimed in the first place the charge was not 
sustained ; there was an utter failure to prove 
premeditation or malice aforethought ; there 
was a total absence of motive aveigned. I» 
the last case of assault the evidence rested 
only on the prisoner's own word as to 
what passed. Breanan struck the deceased, 
who held a bottle in his hand apparently 
about to strike him with it, when there 
was no time for deliberation. There was 
no evidence to prove premeditation and this 
should have been clearly made out. In the 
second place, there was no evidence of intent 
to kill, which was of course the essence of the 
crime of murder, and that intent must be 
concurrent with the act. ‘here was no deadly 
weapon used, and the evidence as to the 
violence of the blow did not sustain a sup- 
position of implied intent. In the evidence 
as to the kicking, it was stated that the 
prisoner had his shoes off, and no ove had 
said that he had them on. No one distinctly 
swore that the deceased was kicked in the 
part where fatal effects were alleyed to have 
been produced. Devanny did not say it was in 
the stomach. Brennan said that he wanted to 
kick the man in the face, and that the mau 
was lying on bis belly, so that he evidently 
could wot kick him there. There was an 
absence of proof of intent to kill, and on this 
point he would cite Bishop pp. 204, 208, 287. 
Upon the evidence advanced not even man- 
slaughter had been proved in this case. It had 
not been shown that the death of the deceased 
had resulted from the act of Brennan. It 
was possible for it to have occurred in haif- 
a-dozen ways. The medical evidence had 
shown that the cause of death was periton- 
itis, which wasinflammation of the peritoneum, 
which might have been induced in four 
different ways ; it might be caused by cold, 
by natural causes, and by disease of the liver. 

e would remind the Court that Dr. Hen- 
derson had said that the discoloration of the 
fluid found iv the peritoneum might have 
been caused by post mortem changes or 
possibly by general effusion of biood. It 
might also have resulted from the rupture of 
a hydatid cyst or tumour, and he thought 
this last was the most reasonable supposition. 
It was true the Doctor said he did not find 
any of the parasites usually found, but still 
they might possibly have existed. It liad 
been very far from proved that the blows 
inflicted had been sufficiently violent to 
produce death—if so they would have shown 
® mark—we were every day finding black 
and blue spots on our bodies from injuries so 
slight we did not notice them when received. 
Then, again, he thought that the statement 
that the deceased had been attacked again 
before his death had not been established. 
He did not think the evidence of the witness 
Brown was worthy of implicit belief. It 
had not been proved satisfactorily that 
Brennan kicked the deceased at all down- 
stairs. The deceased did not tell the Spaniard 
so, nor did he say so to Mrs. Berry. The 
actions of the deceased from the time he left 
the house to the time he returned again 
were unaccounted for. Half-a-dozen accidents 
might have happened to him in that time, to 
cause his death. He went on board a Chinese 
boat where there was no accommodation for 
foreigners, and it was quite possible that 
he might have had a fall. Again, there was 
medical testimony to show that he had pre- 
viously been in the Hospital, once when he 
said he had had a fall in a sampan and had 
received an injury on the right side, also that 
in September or October he had been in 
the Hospital again with a diseased liver. 
He would next say that the prisoner 
was justified in using the violewce he did 
towards the deceased. This point rested upon 
the evidence of Devanoy and Brennan himself. 
Brown was asleep. Devanny had perhaps 


had 20 drinks during the day ; he took half- 
an-inch in a tumbler at atime. That would 
represent 10 inches of liquor in a tambler, He 
would ask whether a man was likely to bea 
reliable witness of what occurred in the evening 
after imbibing so mach liquor? and, more- 
over, Devanny did not at the time consider 
himeelf in good health. He had been ona 
grand spree ever since he left the navy, and 
he did not think Devanny worthy of belief. 
He did not think that his account of the —_ 
wing of the trouble could be received. ter 
the first unpleasantness, Brennan had gone to 
lie down on one mattress and the deceased on 
another. In a short time the prisoner saw 
the deceased coming towards him with a 
gin bottle as if to strike him. Under the 
circumstances he considered this statement 
both ptobable aud reasonable. It had been 
admitted by all the witnesses that Brennan 
was the soberest man in the crowd, and he 
was therefore the most likely one to remember 
accurately what took place. He had frankly 
aimitted knocking the man down for mere 
words. On the second occasion he was 
menaced with a dangerous assault, and he 
had a perfect right to take the course he did, 
Brennan had been proved to be a peaceable 
orderly man, and the deceased to be a 
quarreisome man when in liquor. The real 
fact was that the affair was nothing more 
than a drunken row, and unfortunately one of 
the participants had met with his death in a 
way that was uoaccounted for. It had not 
been satisfactorily shown how a certain fluid 
entered the peritoneum, and there had been 
no mark of any violence likely to induce 
inflammation. The prisoner had been threat- 
ened with an assault, and he had been 
justified in defending himself; he would not 
have been justified in using a deadly weapon, 
but he only used sufficient means to 
prevail in a struggle with his antagonist, 
The next point on which he would speak 
was that the indictment said that the 
prisoner was a citizen of the United 
States, and was therefore amenable to the 
juriediction of that Court. No attempt had 
been made to prove that. Again, the indict- 
ment said that the offence had been committed 
‘‘contrary to the statutes of the United 
States, &."” He cited U.S. Statute Law 
par. 5339, to show ¢hat the offence with 
which the prisoner was charged could only be 
dealt with if committed in a place under the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the United States. 

His Honour observed that the present 
proceedings were instituted under the Act 
relating to Foreign Relations and Consular 
Courts. 

Mr. HENDERSON said he was just coming to 
that, and read par. 5341. 

His Honour said as the statutes of the 
United States prohibit murder, that part of 
the indictment was not incorrect in itself. 

Mr. HENDERSON said he would now leave 
the case in the hands of the Court. He hoped 
that they would disregard any previous 
opinions they might have had on the case, 
but come to a decision solely on the evidence 
before them. He did not think that there 
had been any evidence to show any intent to 
kill, or the infliction of any violence sufficient 
to cause death. He closed his address with 
an appeal to the Associates to consider the 
case well as they were sitting in the double 
capacity of judges and jurors, to decide both 
as to law and fact. 

Mr. Mysurcu said he intended to be 
brief in the remarks he had to make. With 


‘regard to the question of malice, it was 


necessary to remember the malice could be 
expressed or implied. As to the first, of 
course there could be no mistake, as, for 
example, when one man lay in wait for 
another and killed him. A case of implied 
malice, one in which a person did an un- 
lawful act even without meaning to cause 
death, which did result therein, would be 
murder. He would read to the Court from 
Roscoe’s Digest of the Law of Evidence in 
Criminal Cases, pp. 695,696. The evidence 
went to show that the prisoner knocked 
down the deceased and kicked him, and 
malice was no doubt expressed thereby, even 
if the prisoner did not mean to kill him, and 
if he did only what was calculated to do 
grievous bodily harm, if the Court found that 
the man died from the results of such action 
the prisoner would be guilty of murder. With 
regard to the question of the prisoner's 
nationality, he submitted that if he objected 
to the jurisdiction of the Court, he should

ting a felony, then it ie murder, It must be 
ilful, that is, intentioual. All other kinds of 
are crimes of a lesser degree. Malice 

ia implied when no considerable provocatian 
and when the circumstances atteud- 

ing the killing show a depraved, wicked and 
malignant heart, Ayplying these rules of 
law to the case at bar, can the prisoner 
James Breunan be found guilty of murder 
AB in the complaint? The opinion 
of the rt, which is a unanimous one, is 
such a judgment. It appears from 
evidenee that ov the evening previous to 

the death of the deveased, 29th March last, 
the prisoner, Brown, the deceased Hope, and 
Devanny all met at the house of the latter in 
Shanghai where drinking rom and wrangling 
seemed to be the sole object. These parties 
were all more or lees under the influence of 
uor, in fact, drunk. Qn the morning of 
March, about half past one or two o'clock, 

a dispute arose between the deceased and the 
prisoner, which resulted in the latter knocking 
the former down and kicking him. After thi-« 
the deceased got up and shared alter weut 
downstairs to the street, followed by the 
prisoner. It is not in evidence as to whether 
the prisoner again assaulted the deceased or 
not, but cries of “‘murder” and *‘ police’ were 
heard to come from the deceased, when Brown, 
one of the drunkest of the lot, went down the 
stairs aud found the deceased lying down 
and the prisoner a few steps away. It 
seems that after this the deceased wandered 
about until morning when he was found in « 
dying ovndition. “Devies the day he was 
removed to the Hospital where shortly after- 
wards he died. Ii the death of the deceased 
was caused or hastened by any acts of violence 
on the part of the prisoner, those acts were 
clearly devoid of malice. For, in addition to 
their both being intoxicsted—which is no 
excuse for crime aside from necessarily affect- 
ing the question of malice—they were utter 
Regen: other up to the time of 
meeting on the evening in question, and hence 
no previous bad biood could have existed 
between them. Then, again, the prisoner 
was not armed and did not assault the 
deceased with a dangerous weapon of any kind. 
The r is therefore uitted of the 
charge of murder on the ground of no malice. 
We come next to consider the unlawful 
killing of a human being without malice, 
which the law terms manslaughter. This 
may be voluntary or iuvuluntary. It is 
voluutary where one person upon a sudden 
quarrel, or in the heat of passion, kills 
another. It is involuntary where one person 
in the coumission of an vnlawful act not 
amounting to felony, takes the life of a feliow- 
being not intending to do so. If the deceased 
came to his death by any act of the prisoner, 
or if by any aet of the prisoner his death 
was hastened, then he must be beld respon- 
sible, and the case would come within the 
last definition, For it cannot be claimed from 
the evidence that the prisoner intended the 
death of the deceased, or that the assault 
could amount to more than a misdemeanour 
had not the physical condition of the de- 
ceased been such that fatal results ensued. 
eo condition, for the reason that

deceased had at some time received internal 
injuries from which he might have been 
suffering at the time he received the additioual 


fare inducements sufficient 
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injuries from the prisoner, Dr. Henderson, 
who made the post mortem examination, in his 
testimony attributes the cause of the death to 
peritonitis, which is inflammation of the lining 
membrane of the belly and abdominal cavity. 
This disease may be developed from a variety 
of causes, such as cold, a stab or out in the 
peritoneum, or an abcess of the liver, a kick 
or blow on the belly or abdomen. The doctor 
further says, that on the day the deceased 
died he made a superficial examination of the 
body and found no marks of violence, with 
the exception of two small superficial 
abrasious on the left breast below the nippie 
and a emall cut behind the right ankle, 
but on the afternoon of the next day, when 
he made the mortem examination, the 
body was then discoloured in patches, which 
the doetor said might be due to the ones 
and the scrotum wase«wollen and distend 
with what afterwards turned out to be 
The vital organs seemed to be in a healthy 
condition, but the post morlem was not 
clearly detined, and hence was unsatisfactory. 
If the peritonitis was in its incipient stage the 
doctor was at a loss to know how to account 
for the large nme | of fluid, which could 
not have been secreted alone from the diseased 
part, the peritoneum. A reasonable conclusion 
from the evidence is, that the deceased had 
suff-red from peritonitis induced by other causes 
than those charged to the prisoner, but that 
the disease was vated by the assaults of 
the prisoner, which hastened the deceased's 
death. It is admitted by the prisoner that he 
knocked the deceased down, and kicked him 
after he was down with his bare feet, but 
claims that he did this in self-defence, as the 
deceased had attacked him with a gin-bottle. 
This justification is also claimed by the 
Counsel for the prisoner, which is denied by 
the Counsel for the prosecution. While it is 
true that every person when assauited has 
the right to defend himeelf, and, for that 
purpose to use sufficient force to repel the 
assault, yet when he goes beyond this 
he then becomes the aggressor. This is 
the case with the prisoner, When he 
knocked the deceased down, that was suffi- 
cient without kicking him afterwards, While 
the case, as presented, does not seem to 
demand an extreme or even a severe punish- 
ment, yet the Gourt is of the opinion that 
the death of the deceased was at least hast- 
sued by the unlawful acts of the prisoner, 
which under the law is manslaughter, and of 
which crime the Court finds the prisoner 
James Breunan guilty. 

The Court, then asked the prisoner's Counsel 
if he knew of any reason why judgment 
should not be passed ? 


Mr. Henprxson had no objection to offer to 


this being done. 

The Covurt— If there is no good reason why 
sentence should not be pronounced at this 
time I will proceed todoso. James Brennan, 
after a careful and IL trust impartial trial, 
in which you have had the benefit of able 
Counsel, you have been found guilty of the 
crime of manslaughter. The circumstances 
surrounding the case, together with your 
previous good character as a peaceable citizen, 
or the Court to 
inflict a moderate punishment upon you, which 
is that you be confined in the United States 
Consular Gaol, at this Consulate, in Shanghai, 
in the Empire of China, for the period of one 
year from the first day of this month (April.)

Charge of Wilful Murder. 


Mr. A. Mysurens, Acting Crown Advocate 
of H.M.’s Supreme Court, under a special 
order of the U.S. Court, conduc the 
prosecution. 

Mr. J. J. Hewpersom appeared for the 
prisoner. 

The prisoner, James Brennan, who is a 
marine on the U.S. corvette Monocacy, was 
charged for that ‘‘ on the 30th day of March, 
A.D. one thousand eight huudred and eighty, 
at the city of Shanghai, in the Empire of 
China, within the jurisdiction of thie Court, 
did feloniously, wilfully, and of his malice 
aforethought, kill and murder one Oaleb 
Hope, alias George Enright, alias “ Buffer,” 
by kicking and ing the said deceased 
contrary to the statutes of the United States 

in such cases made and provided, and against 
the peace and dignity of the people of the 
United States of America. 
| Ata previous hearing the prisoner pleaded 

“* Nos Guilty,” 

Deceased was a British subject and at 
an inquest held on his body by H. 8S. Wilkin- 
son, -» Coroner, and a Jury consisting of 
Messrs. H. T. Allan, E. Byrne and J.-M. 
Cory, a verdict of “ Wilful Murder” was 
returned against James Brennan. The evid- 
ence then adduced was fully reported in our 
columns, with the exception of that given by 
Dr. Henderson ; and we vow confine our report 
of the case to the evidence of the witnesses 
we have not published, together with the 
closing speeches of the respective Counsel.

The shock 
I refer to is not the shock of the blow, but the 
shock which results from a sudden escape of a 
fluid into the cavity of the peritoneum. 
What | mean is this. Supposing in the 
course of typhoid fever one of the ulcers in 
the bowel gives way, and the contents of the 
bowel escape into the peritoneal cavity, the 
tient becomes ‘“‘ collapsed,” as we term it. 

e suffers from a severe shock, from which 
he may never rally sufficiently to allow of 
peritonitic inflammation to develope. 

Supposing « man who is suffering from 
peritonitis is kicked about the region of the 
stomach, how soon after that will the escape 
of the fluid into the stomach take place— 
iately or some time after ? 

I do not quite understand. When the 
peritoneum is inflamed it secretes flaid as the 
result of the inflammation, but that fluid 
would not possess the same character as the 
fluid I found in this man’s belly. All serous 
membranes secrete fluid when they are 
inflamed. When the serous covering of the 
lung suffers you call it pleurisy, and the 
resulting fluid pleuritic fluid. he fluid I 
found in this case was, in my opinion, too 
great in quantity and differed in quality from 
the fluid which I should have expected to 
find in a peritonitis which had not passed 
beyond the stage of congestion. [ therefore 
supposed that it had been augmented, or 
even entirely derived from some other source 
than the peritoneum itself.

Then you don’t think this discoloration 
arose from acts of violence or kicks? 

No, I donot think so. The edema might 
have been the result of the peritonitis, aod 
discoloration due to decomposition or the 
action of the bowel gases. 

The Covurnt—After the injury, or death, 
how long would it take this stage of decom- 
position to be attained ? 

Witness—I regard it as as a curious fact, 
We believe that decomposition doed not set 
in until after the post mortem stiffuess has 
—_ red. In this case, the post mortem 
rigidity was well marked, There is no doubt 
about the fluid being putrid. When examined 


| by the microscope, it was found to coutain 


cells derived from the lining of the peritoneum, 
fibrin, a reddish brown pigment, and numerous 
cells derived from the blood. I examined it 
_—— for traces of echinococous but could 
not find any. Decomposition sets in sooner 
and is more marked in cases of peritonitis 
than in death from other causes. The 
mortem was only made the day after the man 
died. He died at 3.45 p.m, of one day, and 
the post mortem was made at 3 p.m. of the 
next. Still it was a very hot day. 

Supposing the man had been severely kicked 
about the region where you saw the 
marks, do you think you would have noticed 
vs discoloration on the firet examination ? 

should have expected to have found marks 
of external violence. When I say cases have 
occurred of death resulting from peritonitis 
without there being external marks, I speak 
only from books. I have never seen such @ 
case myself and should say they are rare. 

OCross-examined by Mr. Hexpsrson—You 
saw this man immediately after death ? 


Yes. 

Supposing he had been kicked, would not 
the marks have been discernible some time © 
after ? 

In a severe case of kicking, one would 
expect to find some marks on the skin. 

The Court—It is a matter of common 
knowledge that the marks of a severe blow are 
apparent the next morning. One would 
expect to find the parts swollen or discolored. 

itnese—There is an effusion of blood into 
or under the skia if the blow is sufficiently 
severe. A blow may not be sufficiently 
severe to make any bruise or discoloration at 
the time it is given, but the discoloration 
may set in afterwards, A severe blow would 
bé followed by an effusion of blood into or 
under the skin immediately after it was given, 

Mr. Henpsrson—Is it not sometimes the 
case that fluid such as you describe in colour 
comes from a diseased liver ? 

Witness—A diseased liver might be the 
cause of dropsy of the peritoneum, but that 
fluid would not have the character of the 
fluid I found in the cavity of the peritoneum 
in this instance. 

In what respects would it differ in charac- 
ter ? 

Fluid from a dropsical peritoneum is clear, 
colourless, or light yellow, and not so thick 
as this flaid. The products of inflammation 
would add to the colour and thickness of a 
dropsical fluid. 

ate you ever known a case of dropsical 
fluid possessing the colour which this fluid 
possessed ? 

I have seen a dropsical fluid connected 
with disease of the ovaries which had some 
what the character of this fluid, but I always 
regarded that as having the products of 
inflammation added to it. 

You are doubtless familar with Dr, Bris- 
towe's Works. If he says a fluid of the 
colour you describe comes from a d 
liver, would you doubt him ? 

I have no right to doubt any statement 
made by Dr. Bristowe. 

If such a case is reported, and has not come 
within your own knowledge, you would have 
no right to doubt it?

W ould you describe, Doctor, what rheumatio 
peritonitis is? Would it produce death? 

Yes. Rheumatic peritonitis is in one sense 
equivalent to peritonitis which occurs inde- 


er of any disease. It is said to arise 
rom cold and exposure. 

Did you find any symptoms of rheumatic 
peritonitis ? 

I do not think this was a case of rheumatic 
peritonitis, 

Are you absolutely certain that this con- 
dition of the peritoneum you have described 
could not have been produced by idiopathic 
peritonitis ? 

I do not think it could, I do not think 
idiopathic peritonitis would produce the 
fluid of the character and quantity I found, 
and yet not be advanced beyond the stage of 
congestion. 

W hat do you mean by idiopathic peritonitis? 

It is simply a peritonitis occurring indepen- 
dently of any other disease. Suppose a man 
is exposed to cold and wet and gets inflamma- 
tion of the peritoneum as a result, he is said 
to have idiopathic peritonitis. 

Why do you not think idiopathic peritonitis 
might have caused his death ?

James BRENNAN, sworn, said, (after being 
cautioned by His Honour that he would be 
obliged to answer any questions that might 
be put to him by Counsei)—I have heard the 
mot man that has been given in this case. 
About 8.30 p.m. on the evening of the 29th 
March | was in the Oriental Tavern. 
McGinley and Devanny came there and invited 
me to go to their house to see what sort of 
a place it was. I did not want to go at fi 
but they finally prevailed on me, and 
went. hen we got there, there was half 
a bottle of gin on the table. Mrs. Berry, the 
witness Brown, and ‘“‘ Buffer’ were there. 
I had never seen ‘ Baffer” before, and 
I only knew him by that name. We drank 
from half to three-quarters of a bottle of gin, 
and then Devanny sent for another bottle. 
** Buffer” went to the Oriental Tavern for it, 
He was gone about an hour, and as he did not 
return, Devanny went to look for him. He 
was away about.20 minutes. We drank half 
of that bottle. Devanny and I were talkin 
about old times in Yokohama, where we 
been together in the hospital. Devanny said 
that *‘ Buffer” had tried to beat him out of a 
dollar, b getting the gin on trust, and kee 
ing the dollar he had received to buy it wi 
I asked ‘‘ Buffer” why he tried to beat the 
man out of the dollar, and he replied that it 
was none of my business, and that he could 
do as he pleased with mrgpaay.

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memories of evidence in the case, or allow 
their minds to be influenced by the report of 
the Shanghai Courier on the previous evening, 
in which no reference had been made to the 
oross-examination of the medical evidence, 
and which stated that the prisoner denied 
the deceased. If he cared enough 

about the matter, he would ask the Court to 
exclude reporters for the Press who published 
such falee and one-sided statements. The rule 
as to circumstantial evidence was that all the 
ciroumstances must be proved and that they 
must be inconsistent with any other reasona! le 
conclusion. (Greenleaf, p. 116, sec. 137, vol. 3.) 
With reference to the charge of murder, he 
claimed in the first place the charge was not 
sustained ; there was an utter failure to prove 
premeditation or malice aforethought ; there 
was a total absence of motive assigned. In 
the last case of assault the evidence rested 
on the prisoner's own word as to 

what passed. nan struck the deceased, 
who held « bottle in hie hand apparently 
about to strike him with it, when there 
was no time for deliberation. There was 
no evidence to prove premeditation and this 
should have been clearly made out. In the 
second there was no evidence of intent 
to kill, which was of course the essence of the 
crime of murder, aud that intent must be 
concurrent with the act, There was no deadly 
weapon used, and the evidence as to the 
violence of the blow did not sustain a sup- 
position of implied intent. In the evidence 
as to the kicking, it was stated that the 
prisoner had his shoes off, and no one had 
said that he had them on. No one distinctly 
swore that the deceased was kicked in the 
we mdpoenc fatal effects were alleged to have 
produced. Devanny did not say it was in 

the stomach. Brennan said that he wanted to 
kick the man in the face, and that the man 
was lying on his belly, so that he evidently 
could not kick him there. There was an 
absence of proof of intent to kill, and on this 
— he would cite Bishop pp. 204, 208, 287. 
pon the evidence advanced not even man- 
slaughter had been proved in this case. It bad 
not been shown that the death of the deceased 
had resulted from the act of Brennan, It 
was possible for it to have occurred in haif- 
a-dozen ways. The medical evidence had 
shown that the cause of death was periton- 
ne ue was inflammation of the peritoneum, 
which might have been induced in four 
different ways ; it might be caused by cold, 
natural causes, and by disease of the liver. 

e would remind the Court that Dr. Hen- 
derson had said that the discoloration of the 
fluid found iv the peritoneum might have 
been caused 2 BE ge mortem changes or 
possibly by general effusion of blood. It 
— also have resulted from the rupture of 
a hydatid cyst or tumour, and he thought 
this last was the most reasonable supposition. 
It was true the Doctor said he did not find 
any of the parasites usually found, but still 
they might possibly have existed.

That would 
represent 10 inches of liquor in a tumbler. He 
would ask whether a man was likely to bes 
reliable witness of what occurred in the evening 
after imbibing so much liquor? aad, more- 
over, Devanny did not at the time consider 
himself in good health. He had been on a 
grand spree ever since he left the navy, and 
he did not think Devanny worthy of belief. 
He did not think that his account of the n- 
ning of the trouble could be received. ter 
the first unpleasantness, Brennan had gone to 
lie down on one mattress and the deceased on 
another. In a short time the prisoner saw 
the deceased coming towards him with a 
gin bottle as if to strike him. Under the 
circumstances he considered this statement 
both probable and reasonable. It had been 
admitted by all the witnesses that Bronnan 
was the soberest man in the crowd, and he 
was therefore the most likely one to remember 
accurately what took place. He had frankly 
aimitted knocking the man down for mere 
words. On the second occasion he was 
menaced with a dangerous assault, and he 
had a perfect right to take the course he did. 
Brennan had bpen proved to be a peaceable 
orderly man, and the deceased to be «a 
uarrelsome man when in liquor. The real 
act was that the alfair was nothing more 
than a drunken row, and unfortanately one of 
the participants had met with his death in « 
way that was unaccounted for, It had not 
been satisfactorily shown how a certain flaid 
entered the peritoneum, and there had been 
no mark of any violence likely to induce 
inflammation. The prisoner had been threat- 
ened with an assault, and he had been 
justified in defending himself; he would not 
have been justified in using a deadly weapon, 
but he only used sufficient means to 
revail in a struggle with his antagonist. 
he next point on which he would speak 
was that the indictment sail that the 
risoner was a citizen of the United 
tates, and was therefore amenable to the 
jurisdiction of that Court. No attempt had 
been made to prove that. Again, the indict- 
ment said that the offence had been committed 
“contrary to the statutes of the United 
States, &." He cited U.S. Statute Law 
par. 5339, to show that the offence with 
which the prisoner was charged could only be 
dealt with if committed in a place under the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the United States. 

His Honour observed that the present 
proceedings were instituted under the Act 
relating to Foreign Relatious and Consular 
Courts. 

Mr. Henperson said he was just coming to 
that, and read par. 5341. 

His Honour said as the statutes of the 
United States prohibit murder, that part of 
the indictment was not incorrect in itself. 

Mr. Henperson said he would now leave 
the case in the hands of the Court. He hoped 
that they would disregard any previous 
opinions they might have had on the case, 
but come to a decision solely on the evidence 
before them. He did not think that there 
had been any evidence to show any intent to 
kill, or the infliction of any violence sufficient 
to cause death. He closed his address with 
an appeal to the Associates to consider the 
case well as they were sitting in the double 
capacity of judges and jurors, to decide both 
as to law and fact. 

Mr. Mysuren said he intended to be 
brief in the remarks he had to make. With 
regard to the question of malice, it was 
necessary to remember the malice could be 
expressed or implied. As to the first, of 
course there could be no mistake, as, for 
‘example, when one man lay in wait for 
another and killed him. A case of implied 
malice, one in which a person did an un- 
lawful act even without meaning to cause 
death, which did result therein, would be 
murder. He would read to the Court from 
Roscoe’s Digest of the Law of Evidence in 
Criminal Cases, pp. 695,696. The evidence 
went to show chat the prisoner knocked 
down the deceased and kicked him, and 
malice was no doubt expressed thereby, even 
if the prisoner did not mean to kill him, and 
if he did only what was calculated to do 
grievous bodily harm, if the Court found that 
the man died from the results of such action 
the prisoner would be guilty of murder. With 
regard to the question of the prisoner's 
nationality, he submitted that if he objected

ader the influence of liquor as alleged, 
he should have noticed the comparatively 
minor circumstance of the deceased trying to 
pide his head under the bed, a circumstance 
which was mentioned by the prisoner himeelf. 
As to the cause of death, he must admit that 
the medical evidence was not very clear, but 
be would point out that when Dr. Henderson 


enumerated many causes which might induce 


itis, be (Mr, Myburgh) asked 
im whether the death of the deceased had 
been produced by any of these causes, and he 
had replied im the negative. An additional 
reason for supposing the peritonitis to 
have been induced by the treatment the 
deceased had received from the prisoner 
| was found in the fact that the complaint was 
of very recent date, or in a very early stage. 
It had not been said that the peritonitis 
could not have been caused by violence. He 
considered it very likely and bable that it 
was, He did not think that deceased suf- 
fered any injury except what he received from 
the prisoner between the time that he left 
the house with the prisoner and his return 
in the morning w - Sar cea : of 
suffering great pain. ter rom 
the pa 50 cc ae on board a boat, 
and afterwards went to a Spaniard’s house, 
and then tried to get imto Devanny’s. 
Evidence had been given by Mrs. Berry and 
the witmess Wheeler, that the deceased, 
believing himself to be dying, had attributed 
his death to the effects of kicks that he had 
received, and if the prisoner had inflicted kicks 
and blows on the deceased, the inference of 
course would be that his death was the result 
of the prisoner’s violence. With regard to 
the alleged provocation that the prisoner had 
ede from the deceased there was only 
the evidence of the pri himself, while 
other men testitied that the deceased gave no 
provocation at all beyond the trying to hide 
the bottle of gin. a if there were pro- 
vocation as alleged, aud deceased did attempt 
to strike the prisoner with a bottle, that 
would not justify a contingous assault, It 
would have been quite a sufficient punishment 
to have been knocked down, without being 
beaten as admitted by the a Again, the 
provocation did not justify the other acts 
of violence that took place outside, The law, 
of course, was familiar to his Honour, and he 
woulddoubtless give the Associates the benefit 
of his knowl but it would require 
great provocation to reduce murder to man- 
slaughter, There was one point of law to 
pr rreeerge he wel draw the attention 
of the Vourt, w that su : 
the death of the deceased an ceamedl ber ihe 
bursting of a hydatid cyst, if that occurred 
mm consequence of violence inflicted by the 
prisoner, then Brennan would be guilty of 
marder, It bad been proved that the prisoner 
committed violenee on the deceased, and it 
was for the Court to decide whether the 
deceased died from the effects of that 


Violence, 


The Court said one question occurred to 
him, as to whether the Counsel for the prose- 
cution bad not inquired as to the p'isoner’s 
Mativballly, and he asked the prisouer of what 
bationality he was. :

The Court met this morning to deliver 


ud +. 
j ; Sis, Mxwwnes, who conducted the prosecu- 


tion, and Mr. J. J. Henperson, who defended 
the ner, Were present. 

Court, in delivering judgment, said : — 
Marder is the unlawful killing of a human 
with malice aforethought. As it is 

the intent that makes every unlawful act a 
crime, so where the crime of murder is 
charged, malice is an essential ingredient of 
that crime and must clearly appear on the trial 
to establish the charge. Malice may be either 
orimplied. It is expressed, when 
there is a manifest and deliberate intention to 
unlawfully take away the life of a fellow-orea- 
tu y poison, lying in wait, &., or if the 
killihg was committed in the act of commit- 
ting « felony, then itis murder. It must be 
wiltal, that is, intentional. Ali other kinds of 
killing are crimes of « lesser degree. Malice 
is implied when no considerable provocation 
appears, and when the ciroumstances atteud- 
ing the killing show a depraved, wicked and 
malignant heart. Ayplying these rules of 
law to the case at bar, can the prisoner 
James Brennan be found guilty of murder 
as charged iu the complaint? The opinion 
of the Vourt, which is a unanimous one, is 
against such a judgment. It appears from 
the evidence that ou the evening previous to 
the death of the deveased, 29th March last, 
the prisover, Brown, the deceased Hope, and 
Devanny all met at the house of the latter in 
Shanghai where drinking rum and wrangling 
seemed to be the sole object. These parties 
were all more or lees under the influence of 
liquor, in faet, drunk. Ou the morning of 
Mareh, about half past one or two o'clock, 
a dispute arose between the deceased and the 
prisoner, which resulted in the jatter knocking 
the former down and kicking him, After this 
the deceased got up aud shortly after went 
downstaire to the street, followed by the 
prisoner, It is not in evidence as to whether 
the prisoner again assaulted the deceased or 
not, but ories of *‘ murder” and *‘police’’ were 
heard to come from the deceased, when Brown, 
one of the drunkest of the lot, went down the 
stairs avd found the deceased lying down 
and the prisoner a few steps away. It 
seome that after this the deceased wandered 
about until morning when he was found in a 
dying condition. During the day he was 
removed to the Hospital where shortly after- 
wards he died. Ii the death of the deceased 
was caused or hastened by any acts of violence 
on the part of the prisoner, those acts were 
clearly devoid of malice. For, in addition to 
their both being intoxicated—which is no 
excuse fur crime aside from necessarily affect- 
ing the question of malice—they were utter 
strangers to each other up to the time of 
meeting on the evening in question, and hence 
no previous bad blood eould have existed 
between them. Then, again, the prisyner 
was not armed and did not assault the 
deceased with a dangerous weapon of any kind. 
The prisoner is therefore acquitted of the 
charge of murder on the ground of no malice. 
We come next to consider the uvlawful 
killing of a human being without malice, 
which the law terms manslaughter. This 
may be voluntary or involuntary. It is 
voluntary where one person upen a sadden 
quarrel, or in the heat of passion, kills 
another. It is involuntary where one person 
in the commission of an unlawful act not 
amounting to felony, takes the ‘ife of a feliow- 
beimg not intending todo so, If the deceased 
came to his death by any act of the prisoner, 
or if by any act of the prisoner his death 
was hastened, then he must be held respon- 
sible, and the case would come within the 
last definition, For it cannot be claimed from 
the evidence that the prisoner intended the 
death of the deceased, or that the assault 
could amount to more than a misdemeanour 
had not the physical condition of the de- 
ceased been such that fatal resuite ensued. 
I say physical condition, for the reason that 
it also appears from the evidence that the 
deceased had at some time received internal 
injuries from which he might have been 
suffering at the time he received the additional | 
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injuries from the prisoner. Dr. Henderson, 
who made the post mortem examination, in his 
testimony attributes the cause of the death to 
peritonitis, which is inflammation of the lining 
membrane of the belly and abdominal cavity. 
This disease may be developed from a variety 
of causes, such as cold, a stab or cut in the 
peritoneum, or an abcess of the liver, a kick 
or blow on the belly or abdomen, The doctor 
further says, that on the day the deceased 
died he made a superficial examination of the 
body and found no marks of violence, with 
the exception of two small superficial 
abrasions on the left breast below the nipple. 
and a small cut behind the right ankle, 
but on the afternoon of the next day, when 
he made the post mortem examination, the 
body was then discoloured in patches, which 
the doctor said might be due to the disease, 
and the scrotum was swollen and distended 
with what afterwards turned out to be gas. 
The vital organs seemed to be in a healthy 
condition, but the post mortem was not 
clearly defined, and hence was unsatisfactory. 
If the peritonitis was in its incipient stage the 
doctor was at a loss to know how to. account 
for the large = of fluid, which could 
not have been secreted alone from the diseased 
part, the peritoneum. A reasonable conclusion 
trom the evidence is, that the deceased had 
suff-red from peritonitis induced by other causes 
than those charged to the prisoner, but that 
the disease was aggravated by the assaults of 
the prisoner, which hastened the deceased's 
death. It is admitted by the prisoner that he 
knocked the deceased down, and kicked him 
after he was down with his bare feet, but 
claims that he did this in self-defence, as the 
deceased had attacked him with a gin-bottle. 
This justification is also claim by the 
Counsel for the prisoner, which is denied by 
the Counsel for the prosecution. While itis | 
true that every person when assaulted has 
the right to defend. himeelf, and, for that 
purpose to use sufficient force to repel the 
assault, yet when he goes beyond this 
he then becomes the aggressor. ‘This is 
the case with the prisoner. When he 
knocked the deceased down, that was suffi- 
cient without kicking him afterwards, While 
the case, as presented, does not seem to 
demaud an extreme or even a severe punish- 
ment, yet the Court is of the opinion that 
the death of the deceased was at least hast- 
ened by the unlawful acts of the prisoner, 
which under the law is manslaughter, and of 
which crime the Court finds the prisoner 
James Brennan guilty. 

The Court then asked the prisoner's Ccunsel 
if he knew of any reason why judgment 
should not be passed ? 

Mr. Henperson had no objection to offer to 
this being done. 

The Court— If there is no good reason why 
sentence should not be pronounced at this 
time I will proceed todoso. James Brennan, 
after a careful and I trust impartial trial, 
in which you have had the benefit of able 
Counsel, you have been found guilty of the 
crime of manslaughter. The circumstances 
surrounding the case, together with your 
previous good character as a peaceable citizen, 
are inducements sufficient for the Court to 
inflict a moderate punishment upou you, which 
is that you be confined in the United States 
Consular Gaol, at this Consulate, in Shanghai, 
in the Empire of China, for the period of one 
year from the first day of this month (April.)

Shanse bankers, who are. the Lombards of. 


China. The mandarins come mostly from 
Shanse ; why that should be so, it is difficult 
to explain in the country of competitive 
examinations and promotion by merit in the 
civil service. It is perhaps to be partly ac- 
counted for by family influence, which secures 
promotion to the relatives of powerful manda- 
rins ; just as the legal profession in France 
has become almost a caste. And partly 
perhaps to.the influence of wealth, and perhaps 
also to superiority of race. For the Chines¢ are 
a mixed race; their civilization may be traced 
to an Aryan source, and Aryan tongues 
have left well-marked traces in their speech. 
Aryan religious symbols are not wanting im 
their cult. This Aryan civilization may be 
supposed to have its seat in the ancient state 
of Tsin, the modern Shanse. It may be there- 
fore owing to superiority of race that the 
official rulers of China came largely from 
Shanse, a supposition borne out in some 
measure by the physiognomy of Shanse men. 
- A large portion of the wealth of China 
is drained into the coffers of the high 
Mandarins ; Shanse is full of. retired officials ; 
Viceroys with fortunes of three million taels or 
so; Fantais, with a million; Futais with 
three or four lakhs; Taotais with one or two. 
A Hoppo of Canton was once reported to have 
retired with sixty million taels. Those large 
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bankers, relations of the mandarins, and their 
transactions extend all over the Empire; they 
are the exchange bankers; the ordinary banks 
are the local bankers. Their bills at forty days’ 
sight are accepted with implicit confidence by 
the foreign banks, and by their aid funds are laid 
down for the ‘purchase of Tea at Hankow. 
The Chinese Government borrowed largely 
from then to carry on the campaign in the 
North-West and the Kashghar war; but the 
Government did not, and probably cannot, re- 
pay them. Sums of about 60 million taels are 
still due to them, and were called by the Govern- 
ment in the Peking Gazette by the euphemism 
“voluntary contributions.” The Shanse bankers 
were much crippled, and the Viceroy Tso was 
forced to borrow money from foreigners to 
carry on the war. He was apparently autho- 
rized by the Imperial Government to borrow 
foreign money, if he could get it; whether the 
Imperial Tartar Government, however, pledged 
themselves to repay it seems an open question. 
These Kansul: Loans were not by any means 
the first foreign loans between Chinese officials 
and foreigners. The great merchant princes 
of China used. often to lend the Viceroy at 
Foochow hundreds of thousands of taels on the 
security of duty chops at high rates of interest. 
No Imperial authority was needed or asked for 
these loans. The first public Loan issued 
avowedly on behalf of the Imperial Government 
of China was negotiated at Foochow towards 
the end of 1874, and4that marks a period in 
the history of Foreign Chinese Loans.

Representative at Peking, through the Tsung-le 
Yamén and an official transcript thereof was. 
to be handed to the’ Bank. I compliance 
with this stipulation the Tsung-le Yamén in- 
formed Mr. Hvuen Fraser, H.B.M. Chargé & 
Affaires at Peking, on the 22nd July 1877, tliat 
the proposal of Governor General Tso had 
received the Imperial assent by Rescript. The 
proposal of Tso was that orders might be given 
for the negotiation ofa Foreign Loan. The 
main particulars of this Loan were as follews: 
—It was agreed ; that both advances and re- 
payments, are to be made in actual silver; 
that the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank are 
to receive interest at the rate of 1.26 per cent 
per niensem; and that Customs Bonds are to 


| to be given, securing repayment by semi-annual 


instalments im seven years. A further me- 
morandum from the Ministers of the Tsung-le 
Yamén to Mr. Fraser stated that they were in 
receipt of a note from Tse, stating that the 
interest on the Loan from the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank negotiated by Taotai Hoo was 
originally fixed at 1 per cent per month, and 
that in consideration of the stipulation that a 
certain sum should be advanced and repaid in 
sycee the interest had been increased by } per 
cent per month. This was not satisfactory to 
the Bank. The silver had been imported and 
was ready for delivery. But as the Imperial 
Reseript only authorized a Silver Loan, it would 
have been impossible to resell the Bonds in 
London. The negotiations were consequently 
delayed ; messengers were sent direct to 
Peking, and indirectly through Governor- 
General Tso, vii Kansuh. Whatever was 
the result of these negotiations it was not 
communicated to the Bank through the 


brought out, the prospectus stated that it was 
issued on the authority of an Edict of the 
Tsungle Yamén dated 8th October, 1877. 
What is meant by an “ Edict of the Tsung-le 


Yamén” it is impossible to say. An Edict is 


a decree of an Emperor, as every dictionary 
says. All the Edicts of the Emperor of China 
relating to his public acts are published in the 
Peking Gazette; there is no _ conceivable 
reason for suppressing the publication of an 
Edict relating to a public Loan. But no 
Edict respecting this Loan was ever pub- 
lished, as far as any foreigner was able to 
learn. It may have been authorized by an 
Imperial Rescript in answer to a petition from 
Governor-General Tso, but if so, the petition 
and rescript do not appear to have been 
published in the Peking Gazette. It referred to 
an Rescript of the Empresses dated 7th 
October 1877. The Tsung-le Yamén is. an 
‘*Imperially-appointed Commission for the 
General Control of the (Commercial) Af 
fairs of the Individual (Tributary) States of 
the Ta-Cutre Empire.” How it can issue 
‘* Edicts” we do not understand. In all proba- 
bility the document referred to is a “ dispatch” 
from the Tsung-le Yamén in relation to the 
Loan. Its contents have never been published; 
according to the prospectus it must have 
authorized the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank 
to issue a Loan on behalf of the Chinese Im- 
perial Government, as their agent. For the 
Loan was issued in those terms. The dispatch 
first referred did not authorize the Bank to 
act as agen’ for the Chinese Imperial Gov- 
ernment; it authorized a Silver Loan to be 
contracted with the Bank. What the un- 
published dispatch authorized is not known ; 
but as the Chairman of the meeting of the 
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shareholders of the Bank said that they were 
receiving profits from the Loan, and from the 
fact that the Bank acquiesed in statements 
made in public journals that they received 2 
per cent per annum more from the Chinese 
Government than the public receive from that 
Government, we may presume that the dispatch 
authorized the agreement of the 9th June. 
The Loan was brought out publicly at the end 
of December 1877, at £98 in London, Hong- 
kong, and Shanghai. The exchange at the 
latter place was fixed at 5/5; at Hongkong at 
4/., giving a considerable advantage to the 
head quarters of the Bank. Previously, consider- 
able sums had been privately allotted at more 
favourable rates. A subscription was opened 
at the Custom House for officials at £95 per 
cent, and Bonds were allotted rather freely in 
London at £96 through the Bank's broker. 


_A large quantity was reserved for preferential 


allotments to Insurance Companies, and some. 
private firms. The rest of the Loan was ap- 
plied for, it was said, several times over, a 
statement which was possibly true, but it is 
very doubtful if any more than the amount 
issued conld have been bona fide placed amongst 
investors. The subsequent quotations of the 
Loan, in spite of the mysterious nature of the 
authority from the contracting Power, prove 
that the credit of the Chinese Government is 
certainly worth not more than 7 per cent. 
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HE CREDIT OF THE CHINESE 
GOVERNMENT was ascertained to be 

worth a rate of interest not higher than 8 per 
cent upon the issue of the Chinese Imperial 
Loan of 1877. Subsequent investments in it 
at a premium have shown that the Chinese 
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Government credit is now estimated at about 
6 per cent per annum, because the premium is 
gradually lost to the investor. by the drawings 
at par. Itmay be said to fluctuate in London 
between 6 and 8 per cent. The negotiations 
that took place in Shanghai during 1878 fora 
third public Loan were therefore much more 
extraordinary than those of the previous one, 
and would be almost incredible in a romance, 
Foreign opinion as to the rule of the 
Mandarins .has always rated it very low, 
and the history of these negotiations does not 
tend to raise that opinion. 

Of the funds derived from the Loan of 1877, 
about three million taels of Sycee were sent up. 
the river for the supply of Governor-General 
Tso'’s army, the rest probably went towards 
liquidation of his accounts with his banker, 
Hoo-sine-an, the loan contractor. But sums like 
this appear to be drops in the bucket compared 
with the cost of the devastating warfare the 
Tartar dynasty is carrying on beyend the bounds 
of China proper, at the expense of the inhabi- 
tants of this impoverished country. The need 
of fresh funds was as pressing as ever, and 
Taotai Hoo entered into negociations anew. 
These resulted shortly in a contract between 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank and the

What we have 
quoted before is the agreement itself. But 
whilst Hoo was endeavouring to obtain air 
Imperial Edict for a Loan’ at 18.8: per cent-per 
annum with the Hongkong and» Shanghai 
Bank, he was negotiating elsewhere: The 
rate of interest we have referred to as prevail- 
ing in London was, of course, for a Loan re- 
payable in gold; “A Loan’ repayable in ‘silver’ 
is not likely to be’ negotiable in ‘London, 
and as money is cheaper in London than in 
China, it‘was not unreasonable to expect tliat 
capitalists would ‘ask higher terms for a silver 
Loan’ to insure themselves against the risk‘of 
diminiution of capital by a further deprecia- 
tion of ‘silver, for, of course, most. foreigners 
like China with an eye to eventually returning 
it'to a gold-valuing country: A Loan was offered 
of TMs. 1;750,000) at 10} porvent.) per! Jannuny 


repayable in three years, with proper documents 
from the Chinese Imperial Government, convey- 
ed through the British Legation in Peking. And 
the option was given to the Chinese of convert- 
ing it into a public Loan, and bringing it out 
in London on 2} per cent commission at any 
time that it suited them, taking up the Silver 
Loan without any penalty. These terms were 
rejected, anil more onerous terms were im- 
posed upon the Chinese Imperial Government 
by the Loan that was eventually negotiated. 
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HE SILVER LOAN OF 1878 was finally 
concluded on the 8ist October, 1878, 
between Taotai Hoo, acting in this matter as 
agent for the Imperial Government of China 
and Mr. Joun Water, Acting-Manager of the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corporation. 
It was for one million and three-quarter taels of 
Haikwan sycee, say the equivalent of £525,000. 
Of this sum Tls. 1,500,000 was to bear interest 
at the rate of 124 per cent. per annum, and 
the remaining Tis. 250,000 at the rate of 9} 
per cent. per annum ; thus making an average 
of a trifle over 12 per cent. per annum. The 
principal and interest were repayable by in- 
stalments every one hundred and seventy- 
seven days; the whole to be repaid in twelve 
instalments, the last one falling due on 8th 
August, 1884. Customs bonds were to be 
deposited as security. The loan was to be 
cited as “‘The Imperial Chinese Government 
Loan of 1878. The loan appeared to be au- 
thorized by a dispatch from the Tsung-le 
Yamén, dated 18th December, 1878,” which 
acknowledged a petition from Taotai Hoo 
Kwane-Yune ; in the petition Taotai Hoo said: 
“I received an order by the Governor General of 
the Provinces of Shensi and Kansuh to negotiate 
loan confirmed by Imperial Edict for the amount 


of 8,600,000 Taels, which will be for the wants of 
the army of the West. Of this amount 1,750,000 
Taels are to be taken up from Chinese firms 
through the Chien Tai Bank and 1,750,000 Taels 
from Foreign merchants through the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank. The Hongkong and Shang- 
hai has now communicated to me that in the Edict 
of 9th October no mention is made of the name of 
their Bank, so that some doubts may arise; they 
request me therefore that again a petition be made 
te the Emperor, in order that the loan may then 
be concluded,” 

The Yan:én proceeded to say in reply :— 

To this petition we have to reply as follows :— 
On the 9th October last the Board of Revenues 


| and the Tsungli yamén replies to the communica- 


tion made by the Governor General of the provinces 
of Shensi and Kansuh, Tso, according to which he 
prepared to raise a loan of Tis. 1,750,000 from Chi- 
nese merchants, through the Chientai Bank, and of 
1,750,000 Taels from foreign merchants through the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank. 

Thereupon we also made a petition to the Em- 
peror ; upon which we received an Imperial Edict 
in which permission is granted to raise a loan of 
Tis. 1,750,000 from Chinese Merchants (by whom 
according to Tso’s petition the Chinese firms 
Chientai is meant) and another of 1,750,000 Taels 
from Foreign Merchants (by whom according to 
Tso’s petition the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank is 
meant). This was clearly stated in the decision 
(Decree) of the Board of Revenues and of the 
Tsungli Yamén to Governor General Tso. Ao- 
cording to the Edict the Governors General and 


| the Governors have had to instruct the Customs to 


treat this loan with reference to Capital and In- 
terest in the same manner as the last one. 

We felt in duty bound to communicate to you by 
copy, the decision (decree) of the Board of. Reve- 
nues and of the Tsungli yamén upon the report of 
Governor General Tso in order that you may 
instruct the Chinese firm Chientai and the Hong. 
kong and Shanghai Bank to treat this loan aeccor- 
ding to our decree. We hope therefore for a 
satisfactory and speedy result and consequently for 


a 
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an aid towards the expenses at the frontier, Un- 
certainty and doubt shall in no way obstruct such 
an important matter. 

The Edicts and dispatches did not come 
through the British Legation. The first com- 
munication respecting the Loan of 1877, it 
will. be remarked came trough the Legation at 
Peking ; no subsequent ones did. The edicts 
and dispatches came to Shanghai apparently 
through Taotai Hoo. 

The money for this Loan was to be paid 
over by the Bank on the 14th December 1878; 
and was doubtless so paid. The Loan was 
then issued to the public on the llth April 
1879, in Bonds of Tis. 500 at par, bearing 
interest at the rate of eight per cent per an- 
uum ; thus leaving a clear profit to the Bank, 
or to Taotai Hoo and the Bank, of four per 
eent per annum, or a commission of about 
sixteen per cent, on the negociation. The 
Loan was largely taken up; the usual reports 
were put in circulation that it had been applied 
for several times over, and allotments were 
made ‘in the proportion of 80 per cent to 
applications. There is, however, good reason 


to believe that there was no such eager dc- | 


mand. The issue was confined to China; it 
was not possible to issue another of these Loans 
in London. The’ amount “of money seeking 
investment in silver securities is but moderate, 


and it is significant that some months after- 


wards, in June and July the Bonds were cons- 
tantly being sold at 2 per cent premium, a price 
whieh would not bring back the interest, after 
deducting the brokerage. To whomsoever those 
Bonds belonged, it is clear that there was. no 
deniand for them imeommensurate with the 
supply. No demand was to be expected from 
the Chinese, who got their Bonds ‘at 12} per 
cent. 


s 


A communication from Taotai Hoo, in con- 
nection with this Loan was circulated in 
Shanghai; the following is a translation of it: 

In April 1878 I settled the Loan of 1} million 
Taels with the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank on 
account of Tso, engaging myself to obtain an Im- 
perial Decree sanctioning the same. 

This Imperial Edict was however refused on the 
ground that the money was to be raised from the 
Chinese merchants, but not from foreigners. 

But this was impossible and therefore I implored 
Tso to obtain the Edict, particularly as some money 
on account of this Loan had already been paid him. 

In December 1878 the Tsungli Yamén and Board 
of Revenues to my great relief transmitted the said 
Edict to me. Having had positive news previously 
of its coming, I finally arranged a Loan of 1} million 
Taels with the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank on 
the Slst October 1878 and the 81st December, same 
year, all the money had been paid me by the Bank. 
The securities jn Customs Bonds are the same as 
those given to previous Loans but Foochow added. 

The sum of the Loan was raised from 1} to 1} 
million Taels—Interest on the 14 million 12} per 
cent and on the } million 9} per cent. I could 
force the Bank to this other reduction because 
other money was offered me cheaply by Foreign 
Bankers... 

W.ih regard to the other 1j million to make up 
the 0} millions Ihave lent the money myself in 
the name of the Chientai Bank and get the same 
Bonds in seeurity as the foreigners get, 

Much of the money T have also obtained from 
the Hongkong Bank and others giving as security 
large quantities of silk. | 

The method of negotiation, which is the first 
branch of our enquiry, is eminently unskilful, 
if in fact it is not worse than unskilful. It 
will .be remembered. by our readers that a 
number of Rescripts appeared last year in the 
Peking Gazette, respecting Li Chung Ming, a 
bookseller at Peking, who, was charged with — 
having brought the Government into discredit 
in the matter of borrowing money from foreign- 


em 


ers. We translated some of these into ow 
columns; we could not get the whole of them 
translated, but they were published in the 
Chinese papers. The N.-C. Daily News pub- 
lishes selections from Peking Gazette, and we 
cannot but think it deserves the attention 
of the conductors of that journal, that not 
a single Edict, or Rescript, has ever been 
“selected” for translation from the Peking 
Gazette on the subject of Foreign Loans; a 
subject which much necessarily possess great 
interest amongst a public like that of the 
foreign communities of China. In these trans- 
actions Taotai Hoo was implicated. It was 
difficult to make out what was at the bottom 
of it all, although one might make a guess. 
The negotiations were unskilfully conducted, 
because whilst money could have been bor- 
rowed at 7 or 8 per cent. from those who lent 
it upon the credit of the Chinese Government, 
for that Government, they were charged 10 
and 12 per cent. No additional security 
was offered for the Loan besides the se- 
curity of the Chinese Government. Again 
nothing is of more importance than that 


there should be no misunderstanding about the | 


borrowing powers. The Select Committee of the 
House of Commons on Contracts for Loans with 
Foreign States were much impressed with the 
importance of this. The Chinese Government 
should in future transactions make it distinctly 
public that they are the borrowers, and the 
documents should come through the Tsung-le 
Yamen and through a Foreign Legation; or 


at least through the high officials of a Province, 


as in the Foochow Loan, and not through 
Provincial bankers or booksellers at Peking. 
The next point to be considered is the security. 
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rFV\HE SECURITY FOR THE CHINESE 

LOANS is, as we have seen, presum- 
ably that of the Imperial Government of China, 
with a kind of collateral security—the Cus- 
toms’ Bonds. Moneylenders when lending 
their money look to the ability of the borrower 
to repay it; with private individuals they rely 
upon being able to take legal measures to 
enforce payment from those who are able but 
unwilling to repay. In cases where there are 
doubts as to the ability of a debtor to repay 
they. require tangible security—direct or col- 
lateral. Of the inclination of the Chinese 
Imperial Government to repay its internal 
loans we have already seen something, but it is 
probable that those were regarded by all con- 
cerned as forced loans, something like the 
benevolences the Kings of England used to 
levy on their subjects. The same Kings of 
England, however, it may be remarked, repu- 
diated the foreign loans they contracted with 
the Florentine bankers. It is doubtful now 
if the Court of Peking would consider itself 
responsible for any of the Loans already con- 
tracted. The mystery about the documents 
supposed to authorize them, the furtive man- 
ner in which they reached Shanghai, whither it 
is believed they were brought by a Hangchow 
banker, the absence apparently of any allusion 
to them in the Peking Gazette, render this 
uncertain. The Foreign Loans Committee 
very strongly recommended that in negotia- 
ting Foreign Loans the authority from the 
borrowing Government should be very clear. 
It is uncertain whether the Court of Peking 
would recognize any obligation to provide for 
any deficiency in the Provincial revenues as- 
signed for the repayment of Chinese Loans 
that should occur, and which it is not at.all 
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impossible might occur, from its own resources. 
Its resources, as we propose to show further 
on, are probably very considerable. The Court 
of Peking, we know, regards the remittance of 
its own share of the revenues of the country of 
the first importance, ‘‘a matter that will admit 
of no delay ;” it distinctly affirmed that in the 
Peking Gazette of January 15th, 1880, upon the 
reyenues of the provinces of Min-cliéh proving 
barely sufficient for local Government require- 
ment. It would therefore seem to be of the 
first importance to foreigu creditors that the 
Imperial Government should distinctly and 
publicly pledze their credit for the repayment. 
That would be the best security for Foreign 
Loans. 

Then there is the speeial hypothecation of 
the Customs Bonds. Most people seem con- 
vinced of the frail nature of such a security. 
The best that can be said for it is that it may 
be better than nothing in a scramble. A re- 
pudiating Government is not likely to pay 
much respect to special hypothecations in a 
financial emergency. It has been seen how 
the Turkish Government endeavoured to ob- 
tain the Egyptian tribute which was specially 
hypothecated for a Foreign Lean. They or- 
dered the Khedive to remit it to Constantinople 
instead of to the Bank of England, and when 
the Khedive refused to break what he con- 
sidered his obligations, the Porte laid an 
embargo upon the money in the Bank of Eng- 
land, and the bondholders could only obtain it 
after a long legal process, Now what would 
happen if, under financial pressure sach as 
may at.any moment happen in China, the 
Provincial Governors were to fail to remit their 
share of the instalments of the Loan? In all 
probability the Superintendent of Oustoms

would refuse to receive the hypothecated bonds. 
These bonds were to have stated m writing 
that they may be tendered and shall be aceepted 
in payment of duty, -But suppose they were 
refused. The Treaty (Article 83, Tientsin) pro- 
vides that ‘‘ Duties shall be paid tothe bankers 
authorised by the Chinese Government to re- 
ceive the same on its behalf, either in sycee or 
in foreign money, according to the assay. . .” 
A British subject ean hardly avoid paying his 
duties in that way, and the representatives of 
his country could not call npow the Chinese to 


admit his goods exeept by paying the duties 


upon landing in sycee or coms. The only 
value attaching to these Bonds would be that 
a Government that was embarrassed, but not 
desirous of repudiation, would probably aecept 
them in payment of Customs’ duties, and thut 
it may be assumed is some security. 
_ : —— 
HE RESOURCES OF THE CHINESE 
GOVERNMENT are ample for the 
purpose of repaying the existing Loans. The 
total amount of the Loans outstanding is small; 
it amounts for the three Loans, principal and 
interest, to £1,612,000 and Tis. 1,700,000, or 
about Tis. 7,800,000 in all. They haveon the 
average five years to run, and they are secured 
on the Customs revenues of various ports. We 
know what the revenues of the various ports 
derived from the Foreign Customs are—they 
have reached Tis. 18,500,000 a year; out of 
which the expenses of collection have to be 
paid. No account is given of the expenses 
of collection in the published returns. Little 
is known about the amount collected by the 
as is well known, issue no budget or financial 
statement of any kind, although it is quite 
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within their power to do soiftheylike. When 
there is a failure of remittances from the pro- 
vinces, isolated statements appear in the Peking 
Gazette. From these seattered notices we 
may gather something of the system of Chinese 
taxation, and a mere inkling of the resources 
of the government. 


The principal source of re- 
venueis the land tax; that is fixed, but when land 
is out of cultivation, of course the Government 
loses the revenue. It is therefore impossible 
to calculate it now-a-days, as very large portions 
of the eizhteen provinces have been ont of 
cultivation since the Taipingand Muhammadan 
rebellions, which have devastated the Empire 
within the last thirty years. There is the /e- 
kin tax, which was a special tax, a war tax, 
imposed as a substitute for the loss of the land 
tax during the rebellion. And there are the 
barrier daes, the salt monopoly, house and 
We cannot 


pretend even to estimate the amount of any of 


shop taxes, leences, and so on. 
these, nor can any one alive. The data are 
net published. But it is easy to see that the 
finances of the Empire are in a most embar- 


rassed condition. 


The Government are always calling upon the 
Governors to remit, and the provincial Govern- 
ments are always backward in remitting. The 
wealthiest provinces of the Empire is perhaps 
that of Kwangtung (Canton). In the Peking 
(fazette of the 17/18 February, 1880, there was a 
complaint that the contributions to the capital 
were in arrears. Amongst the contributions an- 
nually demanded from Canton were a refund 
on the Fulhkien Loan of Tis. 6,000 (the Loan of 
1874). it is curious that no other Loans were 
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mentioned; not one of the Loans negotiated

I seld them in May, and | 
advised the receipt of the money in June, on 
the 16th. 

By Mr. Drummonp—I kept Mr. Knight 
informed generally from time to time of what 
lL was doing during 1879. Mr. Kuight was 
ae in Shanghai, and | was in Newchwang. 
I did not send him full details; | kept him 
informed generally during 1879 up to Sep- 
tember, when the partuership was dissolved. 
I only informed him generally because he told 
me he was so busy. He had the Smith 
estate in his hands, and all his time was 
occupied. He must have known we were 
behind, bat he would not know the items. I 
expect he must have known that we were 
selling goods sent on consignment and using 
the proceeds for current expenses. Anybody 
who knew the business we were doing would 
know this. 

By his Lorpsatp—I communicated with 
him by letters. 1 have not the letters with 
me. He has got them. They were wot 
entered into my book. They were private 
letters like one individual would send to 
avother. 

His Lorpsaie—I understand you to say 
that you kept him informed generally of the 
affairs of the firm im 1879. 

Debior— Yes, by private letters. 

Mr, DrummMonp—And that he was aware of 
the conditiwwn of the affaires of the firm and 
must have been aware that you were using 
the proceeds of goods for curreut expenses ? 

D-i:tor—Yes, but 1 did not tell him in so 
many words, 

Hie Loupsurep—But you sey he must have 
been aware that you were using the proceeds 
of the cousignments fur purposes of the pari- 
nership. 

A.—I say I think he must have known. 

M:, Daummonp—That the proceeds of the 
goods were devoted to pay the current 
business expeuses and the expenses of the 
househuid—in fact, that you were living ou 
them ?

His Loxpsuiep—Did you make any re- 
mittances to K i it?

By Mr. Drummonpy —I came. down to 
Shanghai to see him for a few days. That 
was the end of October or the beyiuning of 
November, 1879. I[ then lived with him, 
that is, | stayed with bim during my visit to 
Shanghai. 1 did not come down for the pur- 
pose of discussing with him the position of 
affairs. We did not talk over the state of 
affairs, The only thing mentioned in cvun- 
nection with busimess was his proposal to pay 
me Tir, 4,000. 

His Lorpssip—How long were you in 
Shanghai ? 

A.—About ten days, 

Q.—And do you mean to say you never 
discussed the question of the partnership 
during that time ? 

A.—We did not. 

Mr. Watnewricut—The partnership was 
then dissolved. 

Debtor—Mr. Knight was in and out ell! day 
long busy with Smith’s estate. My wife was 
down with me, aud in the evening we went 
out and had no opportunity to discuss affairs. 
He (Mr. Kuight) had uo time to talk business 
with me. 

His Lonpsuip—It was a disagreeable sub- 
ject, I suppose ? ; 

Mr. Drummonp—I expect it was. (To the

Mr. DrummMonp—Does that apply to the 
partwership from the beyinuing to the end?

A.—Yes. Lhavenot my articles of partner- 
ship bere ; if L had, they would show it, 

Hie LornpsHip asked the debtor several 
qurstionsas to when be balanced the books after 
the partnership, but the debtor apparently 
confounded the questions and did not give 
concurrent replies, but doubtful answers, It 
was customary, he said, to balanos the book 
ov the 3lst March each year, 

This evoked from his Lordship the remark 
that here was a man professing to keep 
accounts and could not tell when hie books 
were balanced. There was no wonder at a 
man like that coming to grief. 

Debtor thought his Lordship had misunder- 
stood him. He kept the books in 1875 before 
the partuership commenced, but he did not 
hbk « balance was made out in Maroh 
1876. He believed, however, thst he gota 
balance out in March, 1877, which would be 
the first year of the partwership, He could 
not show that balance. It was not in the 
books produced, which only contained the 
acovuntes of the last two years, The creditors 
bad the other books. 

By Mr. Drummonp—I stated yesterday that 
$960 was paid by Mr. Kuight to Messrs, Gibb, 
Livingston & Co., on account of the Tis, 4,000 
I agreed to release him for. The $960 was a 
paywent that had to be made through Messrs. 
Gibb, Livingston and Oo.’s compradore at 
Hongkong, iu accordance with the articles of 
partnership. $40 per month had to be paid, 
but the amount had not been paid for two 
years, and in consequence it amounted to 
$960. He did not know what the $40 
per mouth was paid for; it was merely 
mentioned in the articles of partnership 
that it had to be made through Gibb, Living- 
ston and Co.'s compradore. He bad a strong 
impression what it was for, but he did not 
know for certain. He might be wrong, having 
nothing to support his impression. 

Re-examined by Mr. Warnewriout—As 
to my training in book-keeping, in 1872 I 
was in Foochow, and used to make a copy of 
Messrs. Silverlock and Co.'s books—not the 
ledger, but the other books—which was sent 
to their corresponding firm at Home. 
used to ask questions about it, and first ob- 
tained experience in that way, 

By His Lorpsaip—lI did not keep. the 
books, but copied some of the accounts to be 
sent Home. In 1873 and 1874 | was in 
Amoy, under Mr. Chambers, who kept the 
hovks and accounts of Messre, John Foster 
& Co. The first part of the time I had 
Mr. Chambers’ a«sistance, but later I had 
to depend upon myself, what he had told me, 
and two books by Chambers of Edinburgh 
on book-keeping, which I used to look up. 
At the end of 1875, I went to Newchwang 
and kept the beoks there. In the course 


| of my cross-examination I stated that | 
expected to get money from Home.

would be a longer delay in holding the credi- 
tors’ meetings under bankruptcy on account 
of the notices that would have to be seut to 
the London Gazette and the Hume creditors, 

Hie Lornpanie said that from some con- 
versatiou he had bad with Mr. Wilkinson, it 
did not appear that it was always necessar 
to advertise iu the London Gazette before hold- 
ing the meeting of creditors, aud that there 
were inatences in which this had been done. 

Mr, WaAINEWRIGHT thought these were 
cases where all the creditors resided in 
Shanghai. 

Mr. DruMMOND also mentioned that he did 
not know an instance in which a meeting of 
creditors had been held without a notice 
appearing in the London Guzetie, where there 
were Home creditors. 

Mr. WALNEWRIGHT went on to say that he 
failed to see there would be a better realisation 
of the estate in the interests of the creditors by 
baikruptey than by liquidation. A receiver 
could ws as well claim against Mr. Kuight 
as the Registrar. Mr. Kuight was not amen- 
able to the jurisdiction of the Ovourt, nor 
could _ bankruptcy proceedings in this 
Court affect him—be would have to be pro- 
ceeded against in the American Ovurt, and 
there was nothing to prevent any of the 
creditors suing him there to test the question 
of hie liability. All that could be done by 
this Uourt regarding Mr. Knight was to 
apply for him to attend to be examined, 
Ne doubt the United States Consul-General 
would order him to attend, but even then, 
if he refused to give evidence, the Court 
could not commit him for contempt. 


His Lorpsutr had no doubt they could get 
over that difficulty. He also mentioned that 
a debtor uuder liquidation had considerable 
advantages over a debtor in bankruptcy. 
In liquidation he cou!d sometimes get th b 
in a hop, skip and a jamp, whereas 
bankruptey be had to go along a little more 
leisurely. 

Mr. Warsewricatr explained that the 
liquidation proceedings were commenced be- 
fore the debtor’s summons was issued, and 
argued that it would result in the benefit of 
the creditors if the debtor were allowed to go 
ow in business as he desired. The debtor 
had some steamer business, a Chinese con- 
nexiov, and some friends from whom he 
hoped to obtain money to satisfy the claims 
of the bostile creditors; he only wanted 
time, and if thie were not granted him, aud he 
were forced into bankruptcy, what was to 
become of his family during the next six 
mouths? He also mentioned that there was 
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the probability of Mr. Koight being able to 
liquidate bis liability. 

His Lonosmir asked when Mr. Kuight left 
Shanghai. 

The Debtor replied, Saturday week. 

His Lorosair—Don’t you think Mr. 
Waindwright, it’s hopin against hope? 

Mr. Watrewricut—I think it is not. I 

think be will make a bona fide effort to get 
out of this mess, If Mr, Knight got sufficient 
money to pay the two hostile creditors to 
whom be has admitted his liability, and Mr. 
Bandine! succeeded in obtaining money from 
his frienda to pay the other two, all the hostile 
creditors would disappear, 

His Lorpsar said that the debtor had not 
exerted himself to come to an arrangement 
with bis creditors, and as he admitted he had 
made mo profits during the time he had 
been in Newchwang, the probabilities were 
that he would not do so during the next few 
months, This was a Court of ag ye 
and when offences were committed, he could 
pot look on with approbation. Mr, Waine- 
wright must bear in mind that the debtor 
bad received money for premia and goods, 
and appropriated it to partnership purposes. 

Mr. Warnewaicat said he was not seeking 
for a moment to palliate or excuse or overlook 
anything. Whatever Mr. Bandinel might have 
done, he was having @ very severe lesson 
which would prevent his doing a similar 
thing in fuiure. The investigation and 
publicity would secure thatend. It was not 
as if he had deliberately pocketed other 
people's money ; he had told them during the 
investi,ation that he had a father to whom 
he looked for assistance; he obtained that 
assistance, but he had miscalculated that gen- 
tleman’s power. However, there was no doubt 
that he had a bond Ade expectation of getting 
money from his father, and aleo from Mr. 
Knight, who held an office which was sup- 

to be lucrative. Mr. Bandinel had 
every right to believe that he would obtain 
money from Mr. Knight, and this, combined 
with what he emouneed to get from his father, 
showed that he used the money when he 
had every hope of repaying it. It was nota 
case of deliberate robbery, though he might 
have been foolish and acted unjustifiably. 

His Lorpsaip said it was the old story of 
a man appropriating money and hoping to 
get a windfall to pay it back. 

Mr. WaAInewricur replied that it was not 
a windfall, His expectation to obtain money 
from his father and Mr. Kuight was neither 
moonshine nor chimerical. There was an 
excuse for what he had done which took his 
offence out of the category of deliberate fraud. 
The question now simply was whether the 
Court was bound to punish him for no other 
object than punishment, and, through bim, 
to punish these who certainly were guiltless. 

His Lornpsuir said if it was a punishment, 
it was a punishment which the law prescribed. 

Mir. WAINEWRIGHT said that to make the 
debtor a bankrupt without »ny advantage to 
the creditors, aud thereby inflict great misery 
and suffering on himself and family, would be 
a ; and it did not seem to him that 

kruptcy used as a matter of punishment 
was ever contemplated. If the property could 
not be recovered and be dealt with, then 
make him a bankrupt, bat it was not so ; aud 
he was anxious to remedy what he had done, 
and making him a bankrupt would deprive 
him of his means of support and his rights 
as afree man, which was a severe punishment, 

His Lonpsurp said the debtor first insti- 
tuted proceedings, without the assent of any 
one of the local oreditors, 

Mr. Watyewnicnr replied that he took 
the proceedings on his own behalf, knowing 
that these creditors wou!d like to punish him. 
They were atgry because they had lost their 
mouey, but it did not follow that the Court 
should lend itself to their view. He asked his 
Lordship to temper their anger by the exercise 
of the discretionary power vested in himself by 
acceding to the application to stay proceed- 
ings on the debtor’s summons, thereby grant- 
ing time to the debtor to see if he cou'd not 
do something to stave off the blow with 
which he was threatened. His helpers, his 
relatives in were at a great dis- 
tance from him, and it was with a view 
to communicate with them that he wished 
for more time, and if he obtained the 
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Mr. DrumMmonp said there was no desire on 
the part of the creditors to punish the debtor. 
They merely desired to investiga‘e his affairs, 
and they thought making him a bankrupt 
was the best thing for him. 

His Lorpsmir, in giving his decision, 


| said :—This is a motion on bebalf of James 


Jalius Frederick Bandinel, of Newchwang, 
merchant and commission ageut, carrying 
on business under the style or firm of 
Knight, Bandinel and Company, that all pro- 
ings upon or in relation to a debtor's 
summous sued out against him, the said James 
Julius Frederick inel, may be stayed 
until after the 8th day of November next. 
On the 16th ult., dinel presented a 
petition for liquidation by arrangement or 
composition with bis creditors, and an order 
was made directing the proceedings in the 
liquidation to be taken in this Court, instead 
of in H.M.’s Court at Newchwang. On the 
mess nye Nee, | a debtor's summons was issued 
against inel at the instance of Mesars. 
Reid, Evans and Oo., of Shanghai. Ou the 
20th July an order was made on behalf 
of Bandinel that the first meeting of his 
creditors under the petition for liquidation be 
fixed for Monday, the 8th day of November 
next, to allow time for the appointed meotin 
to be published in the London Gazette, an 
notices to be seut to the creditors in England. 
Oa the 23rd Jaly, an order was made that the 
ut motion should come on for hearing on 
ureday last, the 29th ult. On the 27th 
ult., a petition was presented on behaif of 
Messrs. Reid, Evans and Oo., for the pur- 
pose of adjudicating Baudinel a bankrupt, 
aud such petition has been appointed to be 
heard on Tuesday the 10th inst. In the 
present case, pruceedings in _ liquidation 
and in benkruptey are now pending against 
the debtor Baudinel ; and the object of the 
resent motion is to stay the proceedings in 
ruptey. From a list of bis creditors filed 
on behalf of the debtor, with the estimated 
amounts respectively due to each creditor, 
it appeared that the debtor's total estimated 
debts are Taels 22,187.62, of which Taels 
10,140.82 are due in England, and the re- 
mainder in China, and that of the amount 
due in China, Taels 9,108.64 are due in 
Shanghai. The debtor's assets consist of 
effects to the value of about Taels 2,000. 
It appeared in evidence that the Shanghai 
creditors were nove of them willing to con- 
sent to the liquidation of the debtor’s affairs 
by arrangement. In support of the motion, 
sub-section 10 of Section 80 of the Bankruptcy 
Act, 1869, and Rule 260 of the Rules framed 
under that Act were referred to. The furmer 
provides that the Court may at any time 
on proof to its satisfaction that proceedings 
in bankraptey ought to be stayed by reason 
that megotiations are pending for the liquida- 
tion of the affairs of the bankrupt by arrange- 
ment, or for the acceptance of a composition 
i the credi or ou proof to its satisfaction 
any other sufficient reason for staying the 
same, make an order staying the same, either 
altogether, or for a limited time, on such terms, 
and subject to such conditions, as the Court 
may think just. By Rule 260 of the dank- 
ruptcy Rules, the Court may at any time 


tion restrain further proceedings in any 
bankruptcy petition, or other legal process 
against the debtor, aud the Court may at 
any time after the presentation of the peti- 
tion appoint a receiver or manager of the 
property or business of the debtor. Then 
sub-section 12 of -ection 125 of the above Act 
provides that if it appears to the Court on 
satisfactory evidence that the liquidation by 
arrangement cannot in consequence of legal 
difficulties, or of there being no trustee for the 
time being, or for any other sufficient cause 

without injustice or undue delay to 
the creditors or to the debtor, the Cuurt may 
acijudge the debtor a bankrupt, and procee:- 
ings may be had accordingiy. On Betacday 
last, the 3let ultimo, an order was made 
appointing Mr. Bush, of Newchwang, a 
receiver of the debtor's property. Ae Burnett, 
14 section, Solicitor’s | ee 357, was also 
referred to, in which, where a debtor's sum- 
mons was issued after a petition fcr liquidation 
had been filed, the proceedings ou the sum-

opinion. By le 266 wf the Bankruptcy 
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after the presentation of a petition for liquida- 
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debtor bankrupt, if, in the opinion of the 

Court, the property of the debtor cannot be 

sufficiently protected by the exercise of the 

powers hereinbefore given to restrain suits 

and actions and the appointment of a receiver 

or manager; but in any such case all pro- 

ceedings under such order of adjudication 

shall be stayed immediately upon the making 

thereof and until the creditors shail have 

passed some special or extraordinary resolution 

in reference to the liquidation, and in the 

event of any such resolution beiny daly passe, 

the adjudication shall be forthwith anualled, 

In opposition to the motion I understand Mr, 

Drammond relied chiefly on ex parte Walton, 

which was also referred to by Mr. Waine- 

wright. In that case the Lord Justice Sir 
George Mellish said that in a former case the 

Court had to consider—‘‘ It is argued by the 

appellants that the Court had no discretion, 

but was bound by the 266th Rule to stay 
all papery until the meeting had been 

held at which it would be determined whether 
the creditors of the debtor would or would 

not agree to liquidation or composition.” 

Then the Lord Justice goes on to say in ex parte 
Foster (sub-sec. 10 of sec. 80) that ** where 
proceedings in bankruptcy and liquidation are 
at the same time, it seems to me the Regis- 
trar has three courses open to hiin-—he might 
postpone the proceedings in bankruptcy until 
after the meeting of creditors ; or, secondly, 

under Rale 266, not make the debtor a bank- 
rupt until after the liquidation proceedings ; 
or thirdly, simply make an adjudication. 

Then a little further down, he says: “If 
you look at the words of the Act alone it 
appears plain that section 80 subsec. 10 gives 
a discretion to the Reyistrar.” Then “ with 
respect to the 266 Rule, it was not intended 
to take away from the Registrar any power 
given him by the Act.” Well now, upon the 
whole, the question is whether in this case 
the Court ought to etay proceedings in the 
bankruptey. I am of opinion that the pro- 
ceedings in the bankruptoy, especially after 
the evidence which has been given by 
the debtor, ought to be allowed to go 
on. As matters stand, the only evidence 
that is really before the Court of a definite 
avd precise character is evidence to the effect 
that the creditorse—the China cre ditors—are 
opposed to liquidation, [t is said that Dr. Wat- 
son, who is a creditor for T'ls. 2,000, is friendly 
to the debtor; but having regard to the cir- 
cumstance of the only creditors in China who 
are able to speak upon the subject being 
adverse to the liquidation, and that their 
debts amount to a very considerable sum—up- 
wards of Tis. 9,000 of the Tis. 22,000 in which 
Bandinel is indebted, I think their views 
ought to be entitled to consideration; and upon 
evidence given by the debtor it seems to me 
that it isa case which certainly requires to be 
investigated in bankraptey. As to the points 
that have been urged by Mr. Wainewright, 
and very properly arged, with reference to the 
chances or probabilities of the debtor making 
money between this and November, I am 
afraid that, from what the debtor has himself 
said, there is not much prospect of anything 
of the kind, because he has told us distinotly 
that in no one year, as it appears from the 
books, has he ever made a profit. Uuder 
those circumstances [ think there ie very 
little hope, having regard to what he has 
done in the past, that he should in the next 
two or three months make anything—+ven 
make a profit. Seeing that he does not pro- 
fess to have made a profit in the past, | do 
not see that there is much prospect of bis 
making any profit in the future. Lt seems 
to me, therefore, upon the whole circam- 
stances of the case, that the motion —however 
disagreeable and painful it may be for the 
Court to make an order of the kind—must be 
refused. 
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
